There is 
also a letter in this file addressed to the ..Honorable JOIIN STEVM McGROARTI, 
House of Representatives, Washington, D. C., dated liarch 25, 1937, from 
EDWARD J. .SHAUGHNESSY, Jlcting -Commissioner at Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, vrtiich set forth Information that JBELFRAGE and his wife were at that

Bentley ret^ned to the United States from Italy in July, 1934^ and 
spent the following fall at Columbia phiversitV in New York City, imile'at 
Columbia, Bentlty bei^ne acquainted with a xxumper of Communists, one of the first 
of which was Paulin^^ogers (Paulin^Royce op^osen), an active Comaunist larjty 
organiser and funoWoaary and SAoiaTparty member. At this time, Bentley had 
never been recruited into the Soviet intelligence work* Upon one occasion,. 

Regers, who exhibited considerable interest in Bentley, induced her to engage in 
Italian anti-Fasoist activity. As a result of this, Bentley later secured a I ' ^ i 

position with tbeltalian Library of Information in Now York City \mder its I 
Director, Ugo J^p'Annunsio. Information concerning Italian Fascists secured ty 
Bentley in connection with this employment was passed-on ty her apparently to ", 
a number of Comunists with whom she was acquainted. Rogers, at this time, 
according to Bentley, was living on West 74th Street in lilanhattan. New York, 

Now York, and made frequent contacts with a number of individuals, apparently in 
an effort to interest them in Communist activity.^Fauline Rogers at this tine 
introduced Elisabeth Bentley to Juliet Stewart/^ynts, an alleged Soviet agait •*

■years \mtil his death, supposedly fron natural causes in New York Ciiy in 1943. 

Solos was investigated by the^reau in connection with the investigation in 
New York City in ^40 and of World Tourist . In addition, he figured in the 
case oxtitlcd *jA^raand Labis^eldican," which case involved the leading NKVD agent; 
Gaik Badoloviclv^^akiaiian, rho was apprehended by the Bureau in 1941 in New York 
but later repatriated by the State Department. 

Solos introduced Elizabeth Bentley to a number of other Russian 
intelligence agents and through Solos she was placed in contact not only with a 
number of United States Government workers inho furnished her inforcation rhich she 
in turn made available to Golosh but she was also placed in contact with a series 
of important Russian intelligence agents, apparently all of Russian or European 
origin. To a large extent, Bentley's activities as a Soviet intelligence agent 
under Solos consisted of courier and contact work. Contacts between agents, in¬ 
cluding Bentley, were generally made by pre-arranged meetings between the parties 
concerned or through the use of one or even a series of third persons. Meetings 
and contacts were usually made in public places, the place and tims being pre¬ 
arranged either between the persons scheduled=to xaake the meeting or through 
Intemedlaries. The majority of these meetings were laade in such places as 
restaurants, movie theaters, on street oomers, and other open public places. The 
Informtion furnished by Bentley reflects some information of limited telephonic 
contacts. In many instances, if a particular agent desired'to contact another agent, 
arrangements were made through a contact third party previously designated as the 
person through which arrangements could be made for a meeting. 

In sozae instances, particularly those involving contacts of impor'tance and' 
regular contacts, alternate or substitute arrangements as to time and place were 
determined by pre-arrangement in the event one of the parties failed to show up. 

For example, if regular contacts between two agents were arranged for a particular 
place on the first and third Mondays of every month, in the event one of the izidivi- 
duals did not appear at one of these meetings, both parties would appear at the same 
place or a different place subsequ«atly; for exaaple, throe days or any othsr set 
time later. 

. / It is of interest to note that Bentley is scheduled to meet her Russian 
contac^!S^“ again on November 21, 1945, in a restaurant in New York, New York, 
his plamed contact is one of the regularly scheduled contacts between Bentley and 
Al."

Accor dizig to a Dun and Bradstreet report dated in Janvary,-'l941, 
Reynolds was born October 13, 1886, a ziative of the Uziited States. He cazoe to 
New York City from Albaziy, New York, in 1906 azid shortly thereafter became a 
member of the bz^>kei:age fizrm of Effizighan, Lawrence and Company. Subsequently, 
he held membership in the New York Stock Exchange. Durizig World War I he was a 
Captain in the United States Amy and in that capacity worked in the office of 
the Director of Piziance in Washizjgton, D. C. Following his discharge, he was 
associated with the Mellvill Shoe Company, Incorporated, in New York City for a 
number of years, subsequently bocomizig associated with the Guaranty Company of 
New York. He was later active in the firm of Gillman and Reynolds, inhich 
zoanaged the affairs of a financial ziature of a few private families, including 
his ovn. Durizig 1927, he retired from active business and remained so until 
approximately 1941, Then the United States Sezvice and Shipping Corporation was 
formed. His connection with this oox^oration will be'discussed in detail later 
in this zsemorandum. .■> 




Reynolds is one of the stockholders in 'the 825 5th Avenue Corporation 
which is a co-operative organization and holds title to the apwtaent building 
at this address. The various stockholders occupy apar'tments in the building, 
which is located in a wealthy residential section. Reynolds has an apartment 
on the seventh floor. 


Reynolds is reported to have zmiried Grace Fleischmazux of the yeast 
family, who is independently wealthy. He, himself, as of 1942, held capi'tal 
stock in the Chase Natiozzal Bank znnzning into six figures and also had a large 
personal estate. 


As of August, 1945, Reynolds was a Major in the United States Azmy 
assigned to the Finance Deparimient in New York City. "--v .

According to a State Departaant report dated July 12, 1941, Elisabeth 
Terrill Bentley was bom in New Hilf ord, Connecticut, January 1, 1908, the 
daughter of Charles Prentiss Bentley, now deceased* She attended Vassar College 
in 1929 and Columbia University from September, 1932, to October 1, 1935, 
receiving a M.A* Degree on February 27, 1935, in Italian. She was later employed 
at Poxcroft School, Middloburg, Virginia, and at the TMiversity of Florence, Italy* 

She is reported to‘have inherited a considerable amount of money from 
her father which she used in extensive traveling. In this connection, it is noted 
that she was issued a passport by the State Department on April 9, 1930, at which 
time she gave her address as c/o H. H. Burdick, 36 Cane Street, Hartford, Connecti¬ 
cut, Her identifying witness at this time was Nearin C. Turrill, 82 MacDougal 
Street, New York City* Bentley has had numerous addresses in the United States, 
among which are the following;

World Tourists, Incorporated, in 1941 T*as reported to be a 
cosneroial organization established to take charge of all steamship tickets, 
tours, hotels, railway accomodations and arrangements for the comfort of 
passengers and their transportation to Soviet Russia and elsewhere* It arranged 
worker tours and delegations chiefly for the May 1 and November 7 celebrations 
in Soviet Russia, as well as the international congresses held all.over the 
world* 


In March, 1940, World Tourists, Incorporated, and J« M* Golos, riiozQ 

( real name was Jacob Raising pleaded guilty to an indictment charging failure 
to register as agents of the Soviet Government* World Tourists, Incorporated, 
was fined $500 and Golos was given a similar fine, as well as a sentence of 
four months to one year in jail* The jail sentence was later changed to 
probation* 

As of 1941, World Tourists, Incorporated, 1123 Broadway, New York City, 
was the operating head directly .in contact with the United States Service and 
Shipping Corporation* The fozmer was said to prepare all licenses from work¬ 
sheets devised and sent in by other out-of-town agencies throughout the country 
with respect to sending looney md parcels to Russia* Other agents of USS and S 
Corporation were notified that World Tourists, Incorporated, would' act as 
, operating head and informed that they mst make their arreuigements for con¬ 
ducting business through this organization* The general method of operation was 
for the subagency to forward parcels, worksheets, and money to World Tourists, 
-Incorporated, for the preparation, typing ard checking of goods, bills, etc* 
Licenses prepared by World Tourists were then authenticated by the USS and S 
Corporation, upon Kihioh the parcels wore sealed and forwarded through the 
custojsary shipping channels to the USSR* 

On November 27, 1943, Golos died and the office of President of 
World Tourists, Incorporated^ was le^ vacant with John Hazard Reynolds acting 
as Vice-President and Elizabeth Bentley as Secretary* 

On M^irch 25, 1945, it was -reported by the New .York Office that plans 
were being formulated for a new organization to be called Intercontinent Parcel 
Service to take over the function of World Tourists, Incorporated* To date 
there has been no indication that such plans have been consumnated* ^

By contract dated March 21, 1941, the USS and S Corporation was desig¬ 
nated as the exclusive agent and'representative of Intourists, official Russian 
travel agency for the Wited States, Canada and Mexico, The USS and S Corporation 
agreed to pay Intourists first for the shipment of parcels, packages and merdxan- 
dise to Soviet Russia in return for which Intourists agreed to designate the 
USS and S Corporation as the sole and exclusive agency for the issuance of 
licenses fm: imports‘to Soviet Russia from the United States, Canada and Mexico, 
in another contract between USS and S Corporation and World Tourists, Incorporated, 
■ttxe latter was designated as the exclusive representative of the former for the 
purpose of transmitting merchandise, parcels or packages to Soviet Russia from 
the territory of Greater New York, 

In a report submitted by USS and S Corporation to Intourists in Moscow 
for the mont^ of April, 1941, .it was disclosed that some $14,000 worth of 
merchandise had been sent to Russia through this corporation. 

From correspondence in the files of the USS and S Corporation, it was 
indicated that prior to the eixecution of the contract with Intourists, the 
issttanoe of licenses for imports to Soviet Russia had been handled through 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, In this connection, a letter from the USS and S 
Corporation by its President, John .Hazard Reynolds, to Amtorg instructed the 
latter to close their shipping department.

The captioned individual has been employed as a broadcaster and neirs 
analyst for several years and daring the irar years has been stationed^at various 
forei^a posts* 

He has recently been stationed in Italy, and on numerous occasions 
is kiomn to have a^de broadcasts which were critical.of allied and American 
military policies in Italy* He has painted a dark picture of the economic and 
food situations in Italy and has indicated that the type of policies applied by 
American mllitazy authorities would never lend themselves to the iaprovem^t of 
Xtalo-Amerlcan r^ations* i 

During 1940 it was learned that Manfred Zapp of Transocean News Service 
sent a cable to Berlin requesting that Winston Burdett, then a correspondent

that Currie helped clear up the Coaeunist problem by suggesting that Chiang 
Kai-shek‘s government “raise needed revenue and undercut Corasunist influence 
by taxing the landlords while feeding and pleasing the peasants." The article 
in "Current Biography" states that Currie*s reputation while an instructor at 
Harvard spread far beyond Boston, and that his book "The Supply and Control of 
Money in the United States" became a standard work on the subject. His appoint¬ 
ment as Senior Analyst in the Treasury Department by Secretary Horgenthau in 
1934 was allegedly no surprise, and his subsequent promotion to the position of 
Assistant Director of Research and Statistics .for the Federal Reserve Board also 
reportedly won enthusiastic recognition. 

In 1938 he began to give evidence of his growing importance. In that 
year he put forward a plan to solve railroad troubles by a lease-lend procedure 
through which the railroads would get equipment in much the same way that Britain 
gets war goods under the Lease-Lend Bill. In that same year, he wrote an 
"influential memorandum" on the causes of the recession in which he discussed, 
among other things. Social Security taxes, and pointed out that compensatory 
JPederal spending to stimulate heavy industry might be more flexible if concentrated 
outside the regular budget. 

-In May of 1939, Currie gave testimony before the Temporary National 
Economic Committee. He reportedly showed that investments follow production, and 
since 1932 State and local governments have been piling up savings so that the 
net Federal investment must be at least one billion dollars to provide equivalent 
purchasing power. In July of that year he was xueed President Roosevelt's personal 
Economic Advisor and Administrative Assistant. 

The files:of the Bureau disclose the following references to Cijrrie: 

During the Hatch Act investigation of Nathan Gfregory Silvermaster, an 
employee of the Department of Agriculture, Lauchlin Currie was interviewed. Hfhen 
asked to conment upon Silvermaster's political phJULosophy, he stated that in his 
mind conclusive evidence of whether or not a person is Comsunistically inclined ■ 
was the individual's attitude up to June 23, 1941, when Germany invaded the Soviet 
Union. Inasmuch as Silvermaster, according to Currie, was an advocate of war prior 
to that time, Currie did not regard him as Communistic and stated that he was a 
"liberal" and "New Dealer in his political leanings." It is interesting to note 
that during the course of the investigation, the Office of Naval Intelligence 
furnished information indicating that Currie and Silvermaster were associates and 
friendly. 


Silvermaster was born in Russia and came to the United States following 
the Revolution. He received a Ph.D. from the University of California in 1942) . 
and his thesis was entitled "Lenin's Contributions," which highly lauded the 
Soviet form of government. He was reported to be an active member of the 
Communist Party. During the San Francisco waterfront strike he was closelj 
associated with ferry Bridges, and on occasion gave speeches to the striking 
longshoremen. According to a former meidber of the Communist Party, U.S.A., who

Currie stated that he knew Frank was a meaber of the Comunist Party 
at one tine; however, he did not Jfeel that there would be any danger to the 
country through the adnission of Frank. Cwrie was asked if he would advocate 
the policy of granting a visa to an individual who adaittedly is of the opinion 
that if there happens to be a conflict between his decisions and the governaent 
to which he owes allegiance that he should follow his own decision. Currie 
stated, he was not altogether in favor of such a policy, but indicated that it 
would depend upon the specific case. He stated that Frank advocated a deaocratic 
regime in Germany. 

Currie was asked the .question: "Suppose you were to decide whether or 
not in your judgaent of socialism or coamunism,, would, you advocate > such policies 
for our Goverruaent?" His answer •was: "I can't see how that bears on this case. 

Tlhat I can tell you is that "I was introduced to Mm. I think he is working 
against our enemies as far as I see." Following this question was a series of 
questions as to whether or not Currie believed tMt an alien sudi as Frank should 
be admitted to the United States inasmuch as he mi^t advocate a change in our 
form of government. The question was specifically raised as to-whether there 
would be a difference if Coaarunism cane to the United States, and Currie stated 
there would. He was then asked the question: "The difference between Comaunism 
.and Socialism...Coaaunism as well as Socialism is the nationalization of private 
property. Coissunisa is based on revolutionary means while Socialism, I would 
suppose, wbuld be the evolution of that legal method rather (than) by revolution." 
Currie answered: "That could be defined as a distinction. One is dictatorship, . 
and the other is Socialism. The dictator would bo the communistic, and democratic 
procedure would be the socialistic." He was then asked: "It would be democratic 
so far as the method of accomplishing the end but the harm would be the same as 
Communism." To which he replied: "The aim is political means because in the 
Constitution itself we wouldn't protect democratic principles." 

Lauchlin Currie was one of the Federal employees listed as an affiliate 
of sub'versive organizations by the Dies Committee in a memorandum submitted to 
the Attorney General. It was stated he was a member of the Washington Committee 
to Aid China. He received a salary of $10,000 as Executive Assistant in the 
Office of the President, and resided at 3132 P Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C.

An article appeared in the October 31, 1944, New lork Daily Mirror 
reporting a speechiby Governor Bricker stating that he declared Lauchlin Cwrie 
was a Federal employee with a subversive record. Currie was one of seven individ¬ 
uals named in Bricker's speech to "conclusively prove Roosevelt and the New Deal 
are in the hands of the radicals and the Communists." 

One Dr. and Mrs. Lauchlin Currie are listed on the active mailing list 
of the Washington Comittee for Spanish Refugee Aid, a branch of the United American 
Spanish Aid Committee inspired and dominated by the Communist Party, U.S.A.

C * ^ Chafers, a former affiliate of the Soviet Secret Intelligence 

Service in Washington, D. C., for the purpose of developing a government under- 
^ound, stated that Lauchlin Currie was a “fellow traveler" who helped various 
Communists but never went the who^e way. This statement was made to a representa- 
tive of the State Department when Chambers was questioned relative to individuals 
in the Government who were allegedly active in behalf of the Communist Party and 
the Soviet Union. 

T I’attimore wrote a letter of introduction for Haakon Chevalier to 

Lauchlin Currie, Room 228, Department of State, Washington, D. C. It is to be 
noted that Chevalier was attempting to obtain a Government job during this period' 
of time. Chevalier is a known Soviet Secret Intelligence Service (NKVD) contact. * 
and tes been associated with numerous menders of the Comaunist Party on the West 
Coast and is allegedly a Party member himself. 

During Decoder of I 944 , when the Russian War Relief Children's Clothinc 
Carpaign was opposed by the President's War Relief Control Board, Edward C. 

Carter, the Resident of Russian War Relief, sent two telegrams to Lauchlin‘Cxjrrle 
on December 2 , 1944. ‘One was addressed to Currie in care of the Foreign Econ^c 
Administration, Tes^jorary T Building, Washington, D. C., and the second was

Both telegrams stated Carter would like to see Currie in New York City on 
Sunday or Monday and requested a reply to be sent to 331 East 71st Street, 

New York City, Carter’s home. 

-Information was obtained through a tedxnical surveillance on Oskar R» 
Lange, a Professor at the University of Chicago who recently visited the Soviet 
Union as a guest of that government and since his return has beaa active in pro- 
Soviet propaganda among Polish'groups in the United States, relative to a con¬ 
versation between Henry Simon Bloch and Lange. Bloch, an instructor at the 
University of Chicago and a close friend of Lange, stated he intended to offer 
his services to go to Germany as a representative of the United States -following 
the occupation of that country ty o\ir Armed Forces. He suggested that Lange 

( join him in this venture and obtain the appointment through former Vice President 
Henry Wallace. He stated they might be able to go as Special Assistants to 
Lau<hllQ Currie, Aide of the President. This oonversatim occurred on December 2, 
lG44.ffi 


^ It is further fo be noted that Lauchlin Currie, an ofi'icial from the 
White House, according to an informant traveled to Chicago, Illinois, by pl^ej 
to Interviow Oskar R. Lange shortly after his return from the Soviet Union.' 
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A list of the individuals appointed to positions with the Foreign 
Economic Administration, dated October 26, 1943, issued by Leo T. Crowley, in 
eludes Lauchlin Currie as Acting Deputy Administrator. John Carter Vincent is 
also listed as an Acting Special Assistant to the Adialnlstrator. 

A menorandum'appearing in Bureau files, dated in November, 1943, in¬ 
dicated that Lauchlin Currie, the President's Far Eastern Advisor, was interviewed 
relative to the San Min Chu I Youth Corps, a- Chinese youth group sponsored by the 
Kuomintang to combat Cosacunist influence among Chinese youth. This organlzatlou 
has several active branches in the United States. 


Information was received from Ugo Carusi during the period of time he 
was with the Department of Justice stating that Lauchlin Currie had received a 
request from President Roosevelt to study Chinese propaganda in the United States. 
Currie was interviewed on June 1, 1943, by Special Agent Frederick G. Tillman, 
and at that time he indicated an interest in Chinese agents in the United States 
as well as Chinese propaganda activities. He referred to the recent ship 
desertions upon the part of Chines^ seamen, stating that there was some indication 
this might be an attempt to embarrass the British. Ho remarked that the White 
House and the State Department were both deeply interested in the passage of 
legislation to grant citizenship to Chinese and to place -them on the same basis'"'^ 
as other nationalities. He was furnished material appearing in Bureau files, <• 
Including several' copies of the Monthly and Quarterly Intelligence Reports.' *

A Military Intelligence Suaaaary^ dated February 1, 1945> stated that ,

The following infonaation concerning this person was developed 
in connection with the investigation .in the case oititled «Fhilip Jacob

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In March, 1945> Major George J. Starr of G-2 advised the New 
Xork Office that a confidential source known to ONI had advised that 
organization that lau^iin Oirrie, Adninistrative Assistant to the late 
President Roosevelt, who had gone to China with Owen lattinore. Special 
Representative of the late Rresident, had close connections with the 
aagazine “Aaerasia" and had written several articles which were published 
in «Aaerasia,n In this .regard, a review of the issues of "Anerasia" 
fails to indicate that (Xirrie authored any articles. It is entirely 
possible, however, that he subaitted unsigned articles, since there are a 
nuaber of ihese appearing in the issues of "Anerasia."

ilauchlln Currie is an Honorary Vice Chairaan of Ihdusco, Inc., 
which is otherwise known as the American Comitteo in Aid of Chinese 
Industrial Cooperatives. This was fomed in 1940 and has for its stated 
purpose the function of acquainting Americans with the work of Chinese 
Industrial Cooperatives in China as well as raising funds in the United 
States to assist these cooperatives* They are snail industries or work¬ 
shops located throughout China, manufacturing supplies particularly in 
the past few years for the ara^ forces. There are a nuaber of prordn«it 
people whose naaes are identified with this organization, including 
persons in the Government. , 

Among-the members of the Advisory Board of Indusco, Ihc., is 
Philip Jacob Jaffa. It has been alleged that ]Didusco sends funds to one 
Re'wi Alley in China, or to him through Madame Sun Yat Sen. Alley is 
described as a New Zealander who adopted China as his native land shortly 
after World Whr I. After the original Japanese victories. Alley, with 
others, is related to have realized the necessity of establishing 
industries in the interior of Qiina and spent full time thereafter in 
assisting the Chinese to set up cooperatives. The same source, reporting 
on this, stated that by inference Alley is said -to be a Cosmunist and that 
his organization, "Chinese Indi^strial Cooperatives," is a Communist "bore,. 
from within" set-up. It was e:q)lained by the source that the political'^'^ '' 
connection is this - that the traditional Chinese landlord system au^ be ^ 
replaced bjr bo,\»geo£s democracy before a proletariat will exist to~ giV^;' / 
rise to ulti^^’TComi^isn. Cooperatives are thus a perfect set-up''foy^i-'^ 
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this since, iivhile it is not knovm -that they are being fostered by 
Comunists, It has not been possible for -the landlord group to stop 
their growth. Ihe cooperatives are said to offer the quickest and 
cost efficient jaeans for the Chinese to regain their strength, and, 
further, they cannot be attacked because the people of the cooperatives 
are not Cosnunists. The source reporting on the above, furnished this 
information in connection with Mrs. Philip Jacob Jaffe, who is interested 
in Indus CO, Inc. 

By virtue of a physical surveillance it was ascertained that 
Ch‘ao Ting Chi, a close contact of Philip Jacob Jaffe, was in Washington, 

,D. C., on April 17, 1945. On this date he was seen to go to Room 234 in the 
State Department Building, which is the office occupied by lauchlin Currie 
while he v»as Administrative Assistant in the ^ecutive Office of the late 
iVesidoit. Ch*ao Ting Chi left the State Department shortly after noon 
and thereafter went to the Treasury Department Building where he entered 
at the 15th Street entrance and met two unidentified men with whom he had 
lunch. 


It was learned from a highly confidential and reliable source 
that on May 8, 1945,' Andrew Both, Philip Jacob Jaffe and Theodore Cohen, 
of the Foreign Economic Administration, Tvere in Jaffe's room, at the Statler 
Hotel, at which time they discussed various people in the Government. They 
referred to charges brought against Michael Greenberg in .FEA'by the Civil 
Service Comission. Greenberg had been charged with Comunist connections 
and affiliations. Jaffe, in referring to Greenberg’s case, stated that 
Lauchlin Currie “who was the guy tiho could help" refused to fxxmish 
assistance. 

In connection with inquiries conducted relative to Jefferson 
Franklin Hay, Jr., a contact of both Fnilip Jacob Jaffe and Kate Louise 
Mitchell, it was learned that Ray in his work at the Foreign Economic 
Administration did liaison work with Lauchlin Currie, lAdminiistrative 
Assistant to the late President Roosevelt in charge of Chinese matters. 

Ray, at least until the demise of PEA, received ^8,000 per year from the 
Foreign Economic Administration, being in charge of lend-lease to China 
(as it affected FEA). 

In connection with inquiries conducted with respect to Michael 
Greenberg, referred to above, it was learned that Greenberg at one .time 
was assigned to work with LaucHLin Currie at the Ihite House on matters 
pertaining to Chinese affairs. 3n the Hatch Act investigation conducted 
of Greenberg a number of persons described him as being definitely a 
leftist if not a Communist. One source interviewed, George Taylor, ^ 
Assistant Director of the Office of War Informaticn, stated that Greenberg 
always advocated full and complete cooperation and support to the Chinese 
Comunists. Mr. Taylor described the knowledge of the Near East and 
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China on the part of Greenberg as being second-hand. He stated: “He 
(Greenberg) has never been there, and he hasn*t been able to go because 
he is not a citizen* He should not be giv«i a position of trust in tbs 
United States Govemaent." 

A ihighly confidential and reliable source reported that on I5ay 
29> 1945> Andrew Both and Philip Jacob Jaffe were discussing possible and 
potential contacts for Jaffo, these contacts being employed in the bhited 
States Government or being closely affiliated with persons therein. Both 
referred to jfohn Service in a vague fashion, and thereafter Jaffe made the 
statement, "Yeah - I know that Lauchlin Currie always used to be in¬ 
terested." Roth stated, "Yeah. -That*s right." The exact meaning behind 
these expressions is not clear. It is entirely possible, however, that 
they were referring to Currie as being Interested in the Chinese Coammists 
and their welfare.

A An anonynous letter was received in April 1944, nMch purported to 
list certain members of the Communist government underground group. This letter 
was believed written by Urs. Victor Perlo inasmuch as the anonymous writer had 
placed the parentheUcal notation "ex-husband** after listing the name Victor 
Perlo. On the list of alleged members of the government underground group was 
‘’George Silverman (Railroad Retirement Board. Works throu^ close friends vho 
are indebted to hix^-Lauchlin Curry - Harry White, etc." 

Mrs. Victor Perlo, nee Katherine Wills, alias Roberta Major, was 
interviewed in Port Worth, Texas, on September 6, 1944, and confirmed that she 
had written'the anoi>ymous letter mentioned above regarding the Communist under¬ 
ground in the government. She, upon interview, indicated with reference to 
George Silverman that the latter had endeavored to sever his connections with 
^e Communist.Party but had been unsuccessful in this regard due to fear that 
he would be persecuted by that organizatioh* 

It should be noted in connection with the information furnished by 
Mrs. Victor Perlo that she may not be mentally stable. Inquiry revealed that 
she had been in the care of a psychiatrist who had diagnosed her case as 
schizophrenia, paranoid type, and during the course of the interview with her 
she exhibited evidences of mental derangement. 

On February ?> 1945> Harriet Bouslog, legislative representative for 
the International longshoremen's and Warehousemen's .IMon, CIO, tho is attached 
to the CIO Maritime Committee in Washington, D. C., contacted a Mr. Silvexman, 

War Department, extension 4602, to change the time of an appointment which had 
previously been arranged for Louis Goldblatt. Louis Goldblatt is secretary- 
treasurer of the International Longshoremen's and Warehousemen's Union, CIO,

The following information was developed in connection with the case

According to the 
source, there appeared in the notebook an entry as follows: "George Silverman

The notation ”A802" appearing after George Silyeman's niaae probably ' 
refers to Silverman's telephone extension at the War Department which was 
revealed from the telephone call made by Harriet Bouslog, as related above, 
to be War Department extension A802. The notation "at Adams lOAA** is probably 
a residence telephone number which current directories show is the number listed 
for A* George Silverman, 2325 Fifteenth Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C*

In June 19AA> it was determined that A* George Silverman was a civilian 
employee of the Army Air Forces, War Depart^nt, Washington, D. C. This individual 
was contacted^as a source of information in connection with a Hatch Act investi¬ 
gation on Margaret Greenfield, assistant chief. Progress Reporting Branch, 

Division of Research, Office of Price Administration. Silverman>advised that 
he had worked with Greenfield at the Railroad Retirement Board and-praised the 
individual under inquirykas. to both her ability and loyalty.

Inasmuch as A. George Silverman, 2325 Fifteenth Street, Northwest, 
Washington, D. C., has been connected with both,the Railroad Retirement Board 
and the War Department, it is believed that he isidentical with the George 
Silverman mentioned by the informant as a part of a Soviet espionage ring.

In 1940 the name of A. George Silverman, 2325 Fifteenth Stree’t, North¬ 
west, was on the Washington, D. C. mailing list of "The Socialistj* official 
publication of the Socialist Party of the United States'. 

A .highly confidential source of infozmation in April 1941, made 
available information appearing on an index under the label of "Capital City 
Forum" maintained at the headquarters-of the Socialist Party in the District 
of Coliuabia. The name A. George Silverman, 2325 Fifteenth Street, Northwest, 
Railroad Retirement Board, appeared on the index.

Nathan Gregory Silvefmsier was born in Odessa, Russia, Noveaber ^ 
27> 1398. He was naturalized as a United States citizen at San Ftancisco, 
California in 1926. He received a Bachelor of Arts Degree from the University 
of Washington, Seattle, Washington in 1920; attended Stamford University in 
California, 1926 to 1927; attended the University of California, Berkeley, 
California, 1929 to 1932, receiving a Doctor of Philosophy Degree in Economics. 
In, 1932, he was associate economist with the California State Unemployment 
Conaission. In 1933 until March, 1934> he was ecg>loyed as a statistician for 
the California State DQ>artttent of Labor. From l4rch, 1934 to 1935> he was 
an economist for the California State Ehergency Relief Administration. In 
August, 1935^ he became a senior labor economist with the Resettlement 
Administration. He transferred to the Maritime Labor,Board as principal 
economist in Noven^er, 1933. In July, 1940, he returned to the D^artment 
of Agriculture in the Farm Security Administration as a principal labor 
economist. He was so deployed through 1944* As of June 16, 1945# he was 
employed by the Procurement Division of the United States Treasury Department. 

A Hatch Act investigation was instituted by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in January^ 1942, predicated upon reports that Silvermaster was 
a member of the American League Jfor Peace and Democracy, and a member of the 
Washington Committee for Democratic .Action. The Hatch Act investigation was 
coqpleted and reports submitted to the United States Department of Agriculture 
in November, 1942. 

On July 14# 1943# the Director ■ of Personnel of the Department of 
Agriculture-advised that the Interdepartmental Committee on Sajioyee inves¬ 
tigations had suggested that additional interviews be had with Mr. John M. 
Carmody of the United States Maritixae Commission, Mr. Wayne Morse, then a 
meiaiber of the Na^onal War Labor .Board and now Senator :from Oregon, and 
Lauchlin Currie, Administrative Assistant to the President. The three inter¬ 
views were conducted and a report submitted to the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Brployee Investigations in September, .1943* On June 15# 1944# lir. T. Roy 
Reid, Director of Personn^ and Chairlaan of the Departmental Committee, 

United States‘Department of Agriculture, advised the Interdepartmental 
Committee‘on Baployee Investigations that the record in the Silvermaster 
investigation^ did not contain evidence sufficient to warrant charges that 
Silverxaaster was a member of an organization which advocated the overthrow 
of the Government of the United States. Accordingly, no action was taken. 

COMJHIST ACTIVITIES AND CONTACTS 

The earliest reference to Silvermaster in the Bureau files is a " 
report from Seattle dated April 11. JL922. to the effect that Nathan Silver-^ 
master, a young Comunist of the University- District, Seattle together with 
one Perline and one Gundlack, students at the University of Washington had 
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jleiCt April 9* 1922 -for San Francisco. Silveroaster was stated to 
known Coflmunist and an intixoate contact of Amui Falkoff, 3731 Fourteenth 
Avenue, N. E., Seattle. Perline was indicated to be a Comaunist and of 
Russian-Jewish descent. Silveroaster was described as bom on November 
15, 1898 at Odessa, Russia, and.had.been in attendance at the University 
of Washington at irregular interbeds since‘October, 1918. An alias of 
Silvermaster was shown to be . Nut ^Ibermeister* 

In October, 1923, an investigation was made regarding a reference ' 
furnished by one Jacob Trachtengerts, a Russian who had applied for entrance 
visa. This reference was Nathan Silvermaster, 2314 Dwight Way, Berkeley, 
California. No one named Nathan Silverxoaster was found at 2314 D?d^t Way. 

Information was developed in San Francisco that Silvermaster was 
a professor of economics at St. IJary's College from 1926 to 1931, and advanced 
ideas which caused certain persons to consider him a Commuxiist. He was 
registered in San Francisco Coimty as-a Democrat and reportedly associated 
with alleged Communists, among whom were Sam Kagel and Isaac Folkoff. 


The files of the Department of Agriculture contain a report idiich 
reflects that Silvermaster in 1935 contacted Sam Darcy, head of the Coxamunist 
Party in California. This report further states, “Rir virtue of his associa¬ 
tions, his affiliations and particularly by virtue,of his thesis, it can be 
. easily concluded that Silvermaster is an active radical.” A confidential 
report in the files of the Department of Agriculture mentions Silvermaster 
as among the proteges of Professor Bra^. A confidential informant advised 
that Brady was a member of the Communist Party from 1932 to 1937* 

Silvermaster was reportedly an underground member of the Communist 
Party in Seattle in the early 1920's, and was editor of the Seattle Union 
Record. A confidential informant advised that. Silvermaster became friendly 
with louis Bloch in California in.about 1930 when he reentex^ed the Communist 
Party. Another confidential informant has advised that he had heard that 
Silvermaster was a representative in the United States of OCPU. A confidential 
informant has advised that a brother-inrlaw of Silvermaster's wife, named 
Scherbackoff, a Soviet agriciiltural e:q)ert, and the older broti»rs of 
Gregory Silvermaster were active in the Soviet Revolution in Vladivostok, one 
of whom was close to Boris Skvirsky, further identified as Director of the 
Soviet Information Bureau..

Silvermaster was interviewed under oath by the Washington Field 
Office of the Bureau, and d enied membership or activity in the Washington 
ICommittee for Democratic Action in the Communist Party. While he was a 
ibtudent in the University of Washington, in Seattle, from 1918 to 1920, 
he associated with Herbert J.,'Phillips and Garrand Ethel, udio from 1935 to 
1938 were members of the Communist Party Professional IMt. He was also 
associated with Dr. David Hersh, whose home in Seattle in 1936 was a mee^ng 
place of the Young Communist League. He was also associated with Mrs. Samuel 
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Walters^ wnose husband is reported to be a violent Consaunist# In 
Uarrand ithel nentioned above, in discussing how aany party neaibers were 
getting into the Government nentioned Silvernaster, i/dio had formerly been 
at the university of Washington in Seattle. 

According to Arthur Rent, with alias, former organizer of the 
Professional section of the uoamunist Party in San Prancisco, Silveraaster 
was enrolled in the Professional Section of the Party in that city during 
the year 1936 • In 1939> the special cossaittee on un-toerican Activities 
of the House of Representatives published a neabership list of the American 
league for Peace and democracy, Washington, u, u., which showed that Gregory 
Silveraaster, economist for the Maritime Labor board was a member of the 
American League for Peace and Heaocracy. 

A sUHiam'Sarkan of San Prancisco, California advised that his 
mother, Mrs. ttans sarkan, on one occasion attended a meeting of* a ladies 
grot^ at which Gregory Silvermaster spoke. silVermaster, according to 
sarkan was at that time a vowed member of the Gommunist Party, ihis was 
in about 1936. During the course of his talk, Silvermaster made reference 
to the overthrow of the United States Government, and preached in favor of 
Communism, lihen Hrs. Barkan argued with Silvermaster, the latter made a 
remark to the effectj “lou and yoiup money-~we*ll annihilate you." 

In the latter part of 1940, Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, Economist 
with the Maritime Labor Board and his'wife, Helen P. Silvermaster, were 
carried on the active indices of the Washington Cosmittee for Democratic 
Action. 


In 1941> Mrs. Gregory Silvermaster, 5515 thirtieth Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., was carried on t^ie active indices of the League of Women 
Shoppers, Washington, D. C. 

The name of Helen Silvermaster, 5515 30th Street, N.W., Washington, 
D. C., appear’ed on the membership list of the Washington Cooaaittee £ot Aid to 
China in 1941* 

The name of Mrs. Helen Silvermaster, 5515 30th Street, N.W., 
Washington, D. C., appeared on the list of alleged members of the Washington 
Bookshop Association at sometime prior to 1941* 

The name of Mrs. Gregory Silveraaster, with indication of membership 
in the Washington Comaittee lov Democratic Action, appeared on the list of the 
members of the Washington League of Women Shoppers as of 1940. 

Gregory Silvermaster was stated to be an acquaintance of Lauren W. 
Casaday, a reported meniber of the Washington Committee for Democratic Action, 




• and it was stated by Miss Dorotty M. Sells, Director of Research of the United 
States Maritime Labor Board, that Casaday appeared to . be a ;protege of Gregory 
Silvermaster and Louis Bloch of California.,, It is noted that Casaday was 
reported by the same source to be a contact of both Harry Bridges and Thomas 
Ray* Casaday was .an analyst in the Division of Monetaiy Research, United 
States 'Tr,easury Department, and in February, 1942, was assigned to the United 
States Embassy, London, Ehgland. 

Mrs. Gregory Silvermaster accompanied Robert Alexander Brady, head 
social economist of the Office ,of Price Adasini,str,ation, a reported meatoer of 
the'Coas^ist .Party, when Brady rented his Washington residence at 6266 29th 
Street N.Tif., Washington, D« C., according to Mrs. Edith M. Jones of Washington, 

I D. C. Will Allen advised that Dr. Brady was consulted by Gregory Silvermaster 
when the latter was preparing his thesis entitled, “Lenin's Economic Thought 
Prior to the October Revolution.® Allen further stated that Brady was given 
as reference jrhen Silvermaster applied for his position with the Department 
of Agriculture. 

In ‘a letter to Private Isadore Salkind, Pfc, ASH 33133849, dated 
June 27, 1942, Jean Hinton, 2222 I Street^ N.W., Washington, D. C., advised 
Salkind that her boss (Silvermaster) had come back. Salkind is a reported 
Communist and was a .member of numerous front organizations in Washington, D. C 
prior to his induction into the Army.

N. Gregory Silvermaster, 3630 Jocelyn Street, N.W., was the 

/ registered owner of an automobile which participated in a parade staged by 
the Washington iviends of Spanish Democracy in Washington, D. C., on February 
26, 1938. 

In connection-with the Hatch Act Investigation of M. H. Naigles, 
with aliases, economist. Postwar Labor Problems Division, Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, United States Department of Labor, it was noted that Halves, a 
member of various front groups in Washington, D. C., was apparently acquainted 
with Gregory Silvermaster, who was reported by Davis Sapos, Office of the , 
Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs, to be probably a member of the Soviet! 
Secret Police. 1 

During the investigation of Walter Sassman, Associate Soil Science^ 
Analyst, Department of Agriculture, a m«aber of various front groups, who del 
he was a member of the Communist Party, it was alleged by Mr. R. C. JacobsonI 
of the WPA that Sassman was friendly with Silvermaster and had worked for hiiM 
Jacobson claimed that Silvermaster was also an alleged Communist. ' 

During the course of an investigation of the activities of Bdidn S. 
Smith, now National Head of the National Council of American-Soviet friendship 
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it was reported that Mary Van .Kleeck, meaber of nuaerous Comunist front groups 
and representative of the Russell Sage Foundation of New York City^ was reputedly 
a leader in the Coaaunist Party and that on Thursdays she regularly caae to 
Washington.froa New York and conferred with Edwin S. Saith, then on the National 
Labor Relations Board, with Alice Barrows and with N. Gregory Silveraaster. 

It was reported that shortly after the United Federal Workers of 
Aaerica was chartered by the CIO, locals in Washington, D* C., established a 
Federal Tforkers School. In Septeiiber, 1939, the “Federal Record“i official 
organ of the union, announced that the teachers would include Dr. Gregory 
Silvermster. 


In Deceaber, 1943> the naaes of Helen and Greg Silvenaaster, 5515 
30th Street, N.W., Washington, D.'C., appeared on a list of naaes and addresses 
in the possession of Haakon Chevalier, reported Soviet Espionage Agent of 
Berkeley, California. 


On January 4, 1944, Louise Bransten of San Francisco, Califorzxia, 
the jaistress of Gregori Kheifets, NKTO Agent attached to the Soviet Consulate, 
San Francisco, called at the office of Gregory Silvenaaster in the Departeent 
of Agriculture Building, Washington, D. C., shortly after noon. After having 
lunch'with hin at the New England Raw Bar on 12th Street, S.W., they returne 
to the Agriculture Building, where Louise Brhnsten reaained Jfor over an hour 

Dr. David Hersh of Seattle, Washington, entertained Gregori Kheifets, 
KKVD3lgent of the Soviet Consulate, San Francisco, in his^ocje on Decenber 
24, 1943» Dr. Hersh was a friend of Gregory Silveraasterp]^i^‘ 





In the investigation of Dr. Louis Bloch, with aliases, an associate 
of leading Coamnists in the San JRrancisco area, Arthur Kent, former organizer 
of the I^ofessionai Section of the Party in San Francisco, stated that during 
the jnaritiae difficulties of 1934, he met Dr. Bloch at a meeting which included 
other' Communists, ;Sam Darcy, Dr. Silvermaster and Joseph Gaer. Darcy was at 
, that time District Director of District #13, Communist Party, USA. 


Anna Lea Falkoff, a meiaber of Branch 370 of the Comounist Party in 
Seattle, Washington, in 1944, advised an Agent of this Bureau that she had 
visited Silvermaster in California when she was en route to Europe in the 
early 30‘s. 




Gregory Silvermaster, 5515 30th Street, N.W., Washington, D. C., 
was a sponsor in JJay, 1944, of the visa applicant Hugo Richard Woog. Woog was 
a Swiss married to a Russian-born woaan in Harbin, Manchuria, who was residing 
in Mexico City at the time the visa application was filed. His brothers 
resided In Mexico City and Zurich, Switzerland. Woog was a graduate in dentistry 
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at the University of Toaisk* Gregory Silveraaster, in acting as his sponsor, 
stated that he had arzdved in the United States at San Rrancisco aboard the 
Tenyo Maru -in August, 1915> and was acting as sponsor because Wi*s. Woog was 
his, Silveraaster's, sister. Woog's case caae before the Rriaary Coaaittee on 
Visas and received an unfavorable opinion unaniaously, August 10, 1944. The 
' Review Cooaitted likewise rendered a unaniaously unfavorable opinion 
Septeaber 27, 1944. The Board of Appeals, however, on October 25, 1944, granted 
them admission to the United States, {investigation in Mexico, D.F., reveled 
that Woog was listed as a person of “liberal tendencies** by the 'Tree Germany ’ 
Movement in Mexico. It was further noted that the Woog household contained 
literature o,f a leftist nature and that Jfrs. Woog had educated her children 
in such*a way as to permit them to observe intelligently “the great experiment 
of Communism in the USSRi“ Mrs. Woog criticized Switzerland because of its 
_ anti-Soviet prejudice. Woog's full name is reported to be Hugo Richard Woog 
^Bauhschweig. In Mexico it was i^icated that Woog's wife, Silverma^ter's 
sister, was named Pauline BessaJjp^ 

During an Investigation of Anatole Boris Volkov, it was determined 
the subject was receiving copies of the Daily Worker at Post Office Box 481, 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina. Volkov's address at that time was 410 Pittsboro 
Street, Chapel Hill. Volkov withdrew from the University of North Carolina, 

May 10, 1944, to be inducted into the ^Navy. His home address was given as 
5515 Thirtieth Street, N.W., Washington, D. C. The records of the University 
showed that Volkov's stepfather was JJathan Gregory Silversaster, Director 
of the Labor Division Farm Security Administration, Washington, D. C. His 
mother, Helen P. Silveraaster, was a graduate of the University of Moscow, 

USSR. Volkov Was born October 29, 1924 at San Francisco, California, it 
was .further reported that Volkov had attended the District Convention of the 
Communist Party in Richmond, Virginia, early in 1944, inasmuch as an individual 
at the convention from the University of North Carolina used the name Charade 
Anatole. 

The Washington Field Office ascertained that on August 26, 1944, 

Dallas Smythe, advised that Jerry Shandros of the CIO Maritime Committee, 
Washington, D. C., that Greg Silvermaster had urged him to take a job in 
the Procurement Division on Simplus Property Disposal. Jerry wanted to 
discuss the matter with Dallas Smythe -from two points of view, that is, what 
Greg wanted and, “the ot^r point“ of view. Smythe stated that Silveraaster 
is an "interesting guy."^ 

Barney Mayw, Director of Research, California State Federation 
of Labor, advised in the latter part of 1944, that Sam Kagel formerly of 
the Pacific Coast Labor Bxa-eau, and then State Manpower Director in California 
for the War Manpower Coacaission was definitely under Coaaunist Party influei^ 
and takes orders ;from Louis Bloch, who is closely associated with Gregory 
Silvermaster, who .Mayes characterized as another Communist in Government serVice. 
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^ During the course of the investigation of Herbert / 

San Francisco, California, attorney-for the Coiaaunist Party, and a aesiber 
of the Profession^ Club of the Party in San Francisco, it was believed 
that C-regory Silveraaster was identical with the individual known as 
"Grej^. ' Resner was contacted by an unidentified person regarding the appoint¬ 
ment of “Greg” as Director of the Disposal Board inythe Treasury Department. 
Resner was quoted as saying to Louise Bransten, motioned heretofore, ‘that 
he would write a letter to Senator Sheriden Down®^, and that he would have 
Bartley Cnro, ;President of the National lawyers ^ild in San Francisco, 
take the imatter of “Greg's” appointment up with -^e "Sllhite House. 

Additional aliases of Nathan Gregory Sil'^naster, appear in 
the files of theiUnited States Civil Service Coasaission as S. Silveraaster, 
Nathan Gregory Masters, Nathan Masters and Serge komov. 


During an investigation of Richard Bransten, with aliases, a 
member of the Communist Party, it was determined that he was a friend of 
Gregory Silvermaster. Silveraaster transferred December 29# 1944# from 
the Farm Security Administration to a position with the Treasury Department 
at a salary of $8000 per annum. A check of the Civil Service Commission 
records in the Wstrict of Columbia, reflected that Silvermaster had 
been “flagged” by the Commission as a known Communist on the West Coast 
and in the District of Columbia. The Civil Service Commission refused 
originally to permit the transfer of Silvermaster from the fhm Security 
Administration to the Treasury Department, but their files .iwiic^ibe pressure 
was brought by the White House in securing this transfer for, Silvermaster.

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A review of the Civil Service files Jfurther showed tha^^lvermaster 
was friendly with Richard Bransten, the latjter's, former wife, Louise Bransten, 
and Richard's present wife Ruth McKenney also a Communist. 


During the course of the investigation of Dr. Paul Radin, a 
known Communist and Lecturer at the Communist controlled California Labor 
school in.San Francisco, it was determined that Radin in 1944 advised Louise. 
Bransten, above mentioned, that he had seen “Greg”'in Washingtonvand that 
“toeg” is now an Economist with the Treasury Department. “Greg” Jfurther 
sent his respects fo Louise Bransten throu^ Radin. It is believed that the 
“Greg” referred to is Gregory Silvermaster. 


During the investigation of Robert Talbott Miller, III, it was 
determined that the subject was acquainted with a Mr. Silvermaster, and has ' 
mentioned the latter's name on occasion to one Jack Roth. It is believed , 
this individual is identical with Gregory Silvermaster. Robert Talbott Miller,* 
III# and his-wife, are very well acquainted with Dr. Maurice Halperin of the 
Office of Strategic Services and John M. .Hazard of the Foreign Economic 
Administration.

"Manouilsl^^^-'friend, Alexander Troyanowsky <• later Ambassador to 
the U* Sc ^A*'^*' also lived in darens* He was very poor too* Among 
the revolutioizlsts who lived in Geneva there was lev Touzkevitch, a 
Ckrainian SocialrDemocrat, whose-views resembled those of Manouilsky* 
Manotiilsky and Touzkevitch were personal friends* Tourkevitch was 
relatively well-to-do and occasionally helped Manouilsky out* Later, 
around 1^6, he introduced Manouilsky to Vladimir Stepankow3k7, then 
director of a »Gkrainian Bureau* 4n LausaffiST^StSpsafes^^eded 
men in his Bureau who could read, write and speak both Ukrainian and 
French, and’Offered Manouilsky a post* Manouilsky* s special task in

Uhder place and date of‘Algiers, October 1, 19tt3, a list of persons 
suspected by French Bitelligence of being dangerous to French security, caz- 
tained the name Wladimir Stepankowski, bom January 1, 1885 in Ukraine, v 
German agent, ezqpelled Switzerland 192U* 






In 191^9 a booklet entitled "The Russian Plot to Seize Galicia 
(Austrian Ruthenia)” bgr Vladinir Stepankovsky tias published in Jersey City, 
..NeiT'Jersey> by the Ukrainian National Coxmcil. The preface states that 
Vladinir Stepaxikovsky, a Ukrainian froa Russia, nho lived for a long tine 
in England, first published the booklet in March, 19lU> four nonths before 
the outbreak of the European War* The paaphlet reported Russia's prepara¬ 
tions to seize Galicia and destrey the national life of the Ukrainians 
inhabiting the eastern part of the Austrian province* 

In connection with the Bureau's investigation entitled "Organization 
for the Rebirth of the Ukraine, et al", a statement was prepared and sub¬ 
mitted to the Bureau on May 22, 19h2, ty Dr* Luke Myshuha, an alleged 
Ukrainian Nationalist in the United States and the subject of an Internal 
Security, Registration Act, Custodial Detention investigati^ in 19li2 and 
19li3* This statement fumi^es some infomation regarding Volodimir 
Stepankiwsky, believed to be identical with the subject* Br* Mfstiuha stateds 

"I first met Mr* Stepankiwsky here in America xaany years ago* 

I had heard about him, however, before then, vhen he was in Switzer¬ 
land editing some Ukrainian periodical in French* At that time he 
was regarded as a very promising .young man and a talented journalist* 

But what I saw vhen I met him here was jtist the opposite* It 
appeared that something must have happened to him in his personal 
life* He was very ornical about everybody and everything, and did 
not believe in any ideals* I saw him very seldom, just occasionally, 
when he would approadi me to borrow a few doUanrs* 

"Once our Rome correspondent, Mr* Eugene Onatsky, wrote me to 
ask to find out the idxereabouts of Stepankiwsky as his wife and 
children were suffering and in want, but at that time I was not on 
speaking terms with him* His enmity against me apparmitly began back 
in 1937 when he was arrested and when I refused to bail him > out* Not 
so long ago he told.Mr* Mxuraszko, President of the U*N«A«, that no 
matter whether I am innocent or guilty, they must sacrifice me if th^ 
want peace and no government prosecution* I think he has supplied 
'The Hour' with material, mu^ of whidi was in many ways of his own 
fabrication* He did this as a means of making himself some money and 
at the same time of revenging himself tpon me, although the former 
reason appeared to be the predoninant one*" 

Dr* luke Myshuha, editor of "Svoboda", Ukrainian daily newspaper, 
Jersey City, New Jersey, made available certain materials from his files in 
19h2* A mimeogr^hed article originating in Geneva, Switzerland, in 1937 
isakes reference to W* Stepankiwsky's "Ukrainian Bureau in Lausanne" at the ^ 
time of the war (apparently World War I)* This is believed to refer to the 
subject who is reported from other sources to have in the past edited a ' 
Ukrainian publication in Switzerland* 
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BUREAU OONTACTS WITH STEPANKOffSKY

Vladifflir Stepankiwsky was interviewed by an agent in June, 19h2, ^ 

regarding persons who had been supplying inforoaation to "The Hour", edited 
by Albert E* Kahn* Stepankiwsky said he had been employed by the. Anti- 
Defamation League for three or four years at about $35*00 per weektplus 
e:qpenses« He stated he also furnished information direct to Kahn* Stepankiwsky 
said he obtained the good part of his "dope" from Emil Revyuk of the publi¬ 
cation "Svoboda" and an eo^loyee in the offices of the Ukrainian National 
Association, Jersey City, Hew Jersey* Revyuk .has been reported to be a 
Communist sympathizer* Stepankiwsky said he was also in very close contact 
with one Stephen Nustony, a Ukrainian serving as secretary of the Ukrainian 
Committee to Combat Nazism. According to Stepankiwsky, Nustewy set up the 
fictitious Ukrainian Committee to C^bat Nazism at his request and used the 
organization to solicit funds in order that pamphlets might be printed 
pointing out the dangers of Nazi domination of the Ukrainian people* One 
informant has stated that both Stepankiwsky and Uustowy were, if not Commu¬ 
nists, similar to them in sentiment, although he believed the two were more 
opportunist than sincere in their convictions* 

Victor Stepankowski, Rex Hotel, New York City, in July and August,, 
furnished information to the Bureau regarding the subject of a Security 
Matter - Q case* The subject of the investigati^, one Hans Fritz Schultz, 
was a Ukrainian who was alleged by Stepankowski to be connected with the 
Ukrainian Nationalist Organizati<n in New York City and to have exhibited 
pro-German sympathies* Despite the name of Victor Stepankowski given in the 
report from the New York Field Office, it is believed this individual is 
identical with the subject because of the address and the nature of the 
information furnished* 

In connection with a German espionage case, in 19U3 the New York 
Field Office was requested by the Newark Field Office to interview an indi¬ 
vidual who was determined to be V* J* Stephankowsky, also known as V* 
Stephankowski, Rex Hotel, New York City* The New York Field Office advised 
that this person had furnished information to "The Hour", published by Albert 
E* Kahn and Michael Sayers, as well as to various governmental agencies in 
New York City. Stephankowsky *8 information was said by the New York Office 
to have been known to be very unreliable and pro-Communist, but he neverthe¬ 
less was interviewed and furnished information regarding the individual under 
suspicion as a German espionage agent* In this same case, the New York Office 
in January, 19liU,'in furnishing a summary of the allegations and substan¬ 
tiating evidence regarding the subject, Kalenik Idssiok, made the following 
assertion: 


"The bases of many of the allegations against Lissiok are given 
in referenced Newark summary as the ‘Hour* edited by Albert Kahn and 
Michael Sayers, the book >Sabotage’ written by the same two ildivid^k^s 
and also information furnished by Aleksy Pelypenko and W* J* 
Stepankowsky* 
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"It is suggested that it is possible the above individuals could 
have obtained their infomation £rom. the saate or similar source due 
to their inter-relation* IT* J. Stepankorsky is knoim to be one of 
the principal infontants of Albert Kahn and Michael Sayers for their 
news letter 'The How* and also for their book * Sabotage •* Further 
StepankowsI^ is known to have contacted Pelyp^iko and also ^ have 
furnished infotuation regarding Ukrainian matters to the New Yozk 
Office of the loamigratioa and Naturalization Service* In addition 
Stepaxikowsky, >Kahn and Sayers are pro-Comm^nist if not actually Party 
meshers and have been found to be wholly unreliable*" 

Vladimir Stepankcwsky was contacted by the New fork Field Office 
early in 19hli regarding an individual who had been reported as pro-Geraan 
and in favor of Franco-Qeroan collaboration* Certain information regarding 
this individual; Heli Charles-Louis Talleyrand; had been made available to 
the Bureau by the Anti-Defamation League which indicated the original source 
to be Stepankowslgr* Stepankcwsky was interviewed and advised that .he had 
be^ bom in Russia but was an American citizen; and at that time (l9Ui) was 
a member of the Merdiant Marine* He said he had for many years been manager 
of a news agency in Lausanne; Switzerland* Further information vregarding 
Stepankcwsky; however; was not obtained* 

OTHER (StGANIZATIOTS TO TOUCH STEPANKOffSKY FURNISHED INFOIMATIOM 

In August; 19it0; a lengthy memorandum was forwarded by the Pitts¬ 
burgh Field Office regarding a Ukrainian organization in Pittsburgh which 
was believed to be affiliated with the Organization for the Rebirth of the 
Ukraine (ODITU)* The individual supplying the information; Dr* Horace M* 
Marsten; head of the Obint Publio Relations Committee; Pittsburgh; stated his 
source was IT* J* Stepankcwsky, 106 West lt7th Street; New Tork; New Tork; who 
was well known by Dr* Miles Goldberg of the Anti-Defamation League* 

In November; 19i(0; one I I was a confidential informant 

in New Tork City for the Anti-Defamation League of B'Nai B«Rith* The assistant 
secretary of the Anti-Defamation League in Chicago; Illinois; suggested that 
the Bureau attempt to make arrangements to secure the services of the subject 
on Ukrainian matters* 

Several written reports prepared by the Pinkerton Detective Agen^ 
were received in 19bl from Richard Wilmer; a Washington; D* C*; attorney* 

These reports dealt largely with information obtained by the Pinkerton Ageney 
frcm Mr. W* Stepankowski; Hotel Rex; 106 West U7th Street; New Tork City; 
regarding Ukrainian matters generally and Jacob Makohin in particular. 

Makohin reportedly was a Ukrainian bom naturalized American citizen who was 
interested in bringing about an independent Ukraine and had devoted a large 
part of his life to efforts in that direction* Makohin* s name was some years 
ago > men timed as a possible head of the Ukraine in the event Germany took over 
that area and set up a puppet state* 











According to the Pinkerton reportsj -jjho was re¬ 

ferred to as an infomant by the reporting detective, elaborated on the al¬ 
leged Nazi coxmections of Nakohinj furnished information regarding the 
association of Makohin and Pylypanko (probably Aleksy Pelypenko); and adaitted 
that I I before toe Bussian Revolution had been associated 

with Leon Trotsky in Saint Petersburg* 

Albert Nahn, editor of “The.Hour", was interviewed in May, I 9 I 43 , 
regarding certain material toich had!been published in his magazine on the 
United Hetman Organizations, Incorporated. The r^ort of the New York Field 
Office in this regazxi indicated that one of Kahn*s chief sources of informa¬ 
tion was V. Stepankowslqr, not identified further. 

ASSOCIATION OF STEPANKOffSKY WITH AT.y.KSr FgT^vPENKO 

Kalenik Lissiuk, Ukrai nian suspect in the wrecking on March 16, 

192)1, of toe Pennsylvania Railroad train carrying a group of Russian repre¬ 
sentatives, when asked as to the motives any person might have in accusing 
him of being responsible, said he had always been bitterly opposed to 
Communism and particularly to Communism among Ukrainians. Lissiuk stated 
that altoough..he had no proof, he was of the oplnim that the story was 
originated by V* J. Stephankowsky, residing in New York City, and by Bail' 
Revyuk, associate editor of the publlcatiai "Svoboda", and Mustovey (probably 
Stephen Mustowy), m of whom hated him. When Lissiuk was asked who might 
be enlisted by his named enemies to spread suto a story, he said they might 
possibly use Pelypenko.

Priest** appearing in the Philadel¬ 
phia Record on Septeaber 2, 19U2* The story was concerned with the alleged 
shrewd work Pelypenko had d«ie for the FBI in \mcovering the Nazi activities 
of Kunze^ Von Siatsl^, and others* 



POSSIBLE PRO-GSRStAN ACTIVITIES 


In December, l^id-, the Philadelphia Field Office reported information 
received from Yaroslav Chyz> editor of the Ukrainian newspaper "Narodna Wola**, 
Scranton,. Pennsylvania, regarding Ukrainian matters* The informant stated 
that in 1938 he returned to Galicia, Poland, for a ^sit at which time he was 
imprisoned by the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists, through the German 
Gestapo, because of derogatory statements he had made In the United States 
concerning the Organization for the Rebirth of the Ukraine prior to returning 
to Poland* The Organization for the Rebirth of the'Ukraine was said to be a 
branch in the United States of the Organization of Ukrainian Natimalists, 
the latter allegedly under the control of the German Gestapo* 

Chyz stated that the Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists was 
headed by an individual, <aae Andrew Melnyk, in Vienna iriio probably issued 
instructions for the German Government to the Organization for the Rebirth of 
the Ukraine through channels in South America* The informant further advised>

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that he knew Alexander Serrnk^ advisor on Ukrainian matters in Berlin to 
Alfred Kosenbergy Geman official* According to Chyz^ Vladimir Stepankoirsky, 
Rex Hotels New York City^ was a brother-in-law of Serruk* The infonaant 
said Serruk in the past had kept in^^ose contact with Stepankowsky who» it 
was suggested^ mis^t be one of the channels used by the Geman Government 
to transmit orders to the Organizaticxi for the Rebirth of the Ukraine in the 
Ikiited States* q 

In September 9 19h2, information was received from the Chicago Field' 
Office regarding the Ikiited Hetman Organizations, Incorporated* A Chicago 
informant had furnished infomation regarding one A* Sevriuk, an individual 
of Ukrainian extraction who was said to have been attached to the German 
Foreign Office in Berlin as an advisor on Ukrainian affairs* Sevriuk report¬ 
edly was killed in a railroad accident on December 27* 19lil> near Warsaw, 
Fol^d* According to the report,, the railroad accident was caused by Polish 
saboteurs* tA 

The Chicago informant's report stated that Sevriuk was the brother- 
in-law of Hr, V* Stepankoski or Hr* Vladimir Stepankivskij, a resident of 
New York, who had been accused of being a Nazi spy working with the Communists* 
The report continued regarding Stepankoski: 

"Pamphlets published by Mr* Stepankowski before World War I and 
during said war prove that he was acting as an Austrian agent against 
Russia* Most of his activities were centered in Fhgland where he was 
working against Russia* He was a member of the London Foreign Press 
Association* Preliminary research of his activities points out also 
that he was acting in behalf of the Greek-Catholic Church, of which 
the primate is Count Szeptycki whose pro-Austrian and later pro-German 
sympathies are very well known* 

"Since his arrival in the United States, Mr* Stepankowski is 
supposed to be working for German propaganda* He had close connections 
with Prof* Enrico Xnsabata of Rome* At the same time Mr* Stepankowski 
is very close to the Canaunists who lately are defending him against 
attacks from the Ukrainian Socialists* There exists a suspicion that 
Stepankowski is playing here in the same role as his brothei'-ln-law, 
Sevriidc, did in Europe* Stepankowski was accused several times of 
pro-Geiman activities but never tried to deny them* He was very 
active during the. so-called German-Russian Friendship Pact of 1939-ldL 
during which period he defended the German reason for it and tried to 
explain them to the Communists*"

His employment at the time of the investigation was as a senior economist 
with the Office of Coordinator of Information, Washington, D. C. He had been with 
that agency since October 6, 1941* Previous employment in the United States Govern¬ 
ment was as follows: April, 1939^ to May* 1940, junior economic analyst. United' 
States Department of Treasury, Washington, D. C.j May, 1940, to October 6, 1941> 
clerk with the l^ted States Senate Banking and Currency Committee. 

It is noted that vdiile employed with the Treasury Department Wheeler's 
immediate supervisor was Harry White, Director of Monetary Research. « 

His position in 1942 as»nior economist with the Office of Coordinator 
of Information was of a supervisory nature involving the gathering of facts 
regarding capital, labor i^ons and related matters* He was said to be the « 
custodian of highly confidiential and secret information and responsible for the 
handling and appraising of hi^ly confidential information.borrowed from Army 
and Navy intelligence and from other agencies. 

Wheeler in September, 1942, was employed in the Office of Strategic 
Services, Washington, D. C., as evidenced by a reply over the signature of Mr. 
William J. Donovan on OSS stationery advising the Bureau that no additional 
action was being taken as a result of reports xmder the Hatch Act character 
vdiich had been made available* 


The subject has a brother, George S. Wheeler, who was employed in the 
Labor Department, Washington, D. C., from October, 1933, to May, 1942, as an 
economist and was transferred on May 1, 1942, to the War Production Board. 


Margaret Jean Danielson, nee Margaret Jean Wheeler, Seattle, Washington, 
reported' to be the aiste r of Donald N. Wheeler in 1944 was identified as a 
member of Branch 325 orthe Commxmist Party in that city. The sister is presently 
reported to'be employed as assistant to the Director of Personal Service, United 
Seamen's Service, 39 Roadway, New lork City. While in Seattle, the sister was 
known to have attended Coxamunist Party meetings and functions and* reportedly 
served as an undercover member assigned by the Party to act as a contact with 
seamen. .

Communist Activities it 

Ihe active Indices of the Dies Coamittee as of March 10, 1942, showed 
that Don N. Tiiheeler was a member of the Washington Committee for Democratic 
Action, indicating that he was president of Treasury Local Ko, 11 of the United 
Federal Workers of America, CIO. The same indices showed D. N. Wheeler was a 
member of the American League for Peace and Democracy and that Donald Wheeler 
was a fflomber of the Washington Bookshop. Mrs. Donald Wheeler, believed to be 
the wife of the subject, was listed as a member of the Washington Committee for 
DemocraUc Action, the Washington Bookshop and the Washington Committee to Aid 


Records of the American Youth Congress contained the name of Donald 
Wheeler on its active indices. 

An informant advised that Wheeler, during the time he served as an 
instructor in Government at Yale Ifaiversity, September, 1938, to April, 1939, 
had exhibited activities as an organizer for the Spanish Loyalist cause, enter¬ 
taining speakers and making arrangeaents for meetings to further that effort. 

The name of Mr. and Mrs. D. N. Wheeler in 1942 was oh the indices and 
active mailing list in Washington, D. C., of the United American Soanish Aid 
Committee. / 


The Dies Committee hearings. Volume 5, at page 2387, sets forth infor¬ 
mation furnished by Benjamin Mandel who as a witness before the Cpmmittee 
testified that he had been engaged for a number of years in research on matters 
pertaining to the Communist Party and its activities. Mr. Mandel presented to 
the Dies Committee a prepared list vdiich included the following: 


"D. N. Wheeler, also Donald N. Wheeler, 4U8 Third Road, Arlington, 
Virginia. Junior economic analyst. Department of Agriculture. Member, 
American League for Peace and Democracy; meaaser, Washington Committee for 
Democratic Action; member, Washington Bookshop; and a member of the 
Washington Committee for Aid to China." 

In the same volume of the Dies Committee hearings at page 2404 
another witness before the Committee identified Donald Wheeler as a member of 
‘;the governing board of the Washington Bookshop during th.e period up to June 13,1941.

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Philip Jaff© has mentioned Harry Dexter White as a contact in the 
Treasvcry Department. 


Current Biography for Septemher 19^4 (Volwao 5; numher 9) shovs Harry 
Dexter White, horn Octoher 2$, I 892 in Boston, Jfcissachusetts, Director of 
Monetary Research, Halted States Treasviry Department, He-resided at that time 
at 6810 Fairfax Road, Bethesda, Maryland, The ciirrent telephone directory for 
the District lists Harry Dexter Whit© at 68 IO Fairfca Road, Edgemore, phone 
Wisconsin 6896 . 

White served overseas in the First World War as a Lieutenant in the 
Infantry. On his return to this country ’he directed an AEF orphan asylum for 
tvo years. He obtained a Bachelor of Arts degree at Stanford university, Palo 
Alto, California, In 192i^ and a Master of Arts degree the foHovlng year at the 
same institution, m 1929 li© "was sn instructor In Economics at Harvard university 
and subsequently accepted a professorship at Laurence College in Appleton, Wis¬ 
consin. 

In June 195^ Professor Jacob Yiner of the University of Chicago brou^t 
Whit© to the Treasury Department to make a special study. In 1955 Whit© received 
a Ph.D. degree from,Harvard University. 


In that same year he was sent by the United States Treasury Departjaent 
to England to study economic and monetary questions and has been with the Treasury 
Department ever since. * ^ 

In 19^1 Whit© took over the manageoient of the Treasury's Two Billion 
Dollar Stabilization lund and has represented the Treasury at the committee 
xaeetings of the Economic Defense Board. He also sits on the Board of Trustees 
of the Export-Daport Bank of Washington and is a member of the Committee for 
Reciprocity information. 


Current Biography states that Harry Dexter White is the man behind 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau's postwar xconetary proposals. Accord¬ 
ing to Current Biography,. White was the chief author of the measures under dis¬ 
cussion at the United Nations Monetary and Financial Conference held at Bretoi^ 
Woods, New Hamps^hire^ in July 19^4. 
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Cwrent Biography states that Wilte is a solidly'bxillt man of mediva 
height, vho plays volleyball and tennis, His vife, Anno Iterry Vhite, is a 
vriter of children's boohs, ihey have tvo children. 

Harry Dexter Vhite, Assistant to the Secretary of the Treasvsry, vas 
the subject of an Internal Security - Hatch Act Investigation in 19^2, predicated 
upon charges by the Special Committee on Un-American Activities of the House of 
Representatives that Harry Dexter Khlte of Bethesda, Maryland, vas a member of 
the Washington Coxaaittee for Democratic Action. White's naia© appear in 

the active indices of the Washington Committee for Deiaocratic ActTonT Hovever 
it vas ascertained that the name of Mrs. .Anne Terry White, his vife, did appear 
in those active Indices, investigation determined that White had served as . 
Chief Economic Expert vith the Tariff Commission in 1954 and Principal Economic 
Aiialyst in the Division of Research and Statistics for the Treasury Depecrtment 
until October 1936, vhen he vas appointed Assistant Director of that Division, 
m March 1930 he vas appointed Director of Monetary Researda and in August 1941 
vas made Assistant to the Secretary of the Treasury in charge of the Division 
of Monetary Research at a salary of $9^000.00 per annum. Four Individuals vere 
intervieved in connection vith this Investigation vith negative results-and White 
vas afforded the Hatch Act intervlev on March 50, 1942, at vhich tixae he denied 
mesibership in the Communist Party and in the Washington Committee for Democratic 
Action and likevise denied.membership in any organization vhich he had reason 
to believe might be dominated by the Communist Party or the :policies of vhich 
vere dictated by any foreign govezvment. The'greater part of the interviev vas 
a denunciatidn of the type of Investigation being conducted and its origin in 
the reports of the Dies Committee. He did state that his vife had contributed 
to the league of Wcmen Shoppers and had also contributed to Spanish relief 
during the Spanish Civil War. 

m an envelope postmarked Fort Worth, Texas, April 14, 1944, the PBI 
received an anonymous letter from an individual listing the namies of a number 
of persons identified as ’^sabers of the xaidergrotxnd Communist group in Washington, 
D. C." Among the'namies listed, along vith-approximately tventy-five others miany 
of vhom have been identified as closely affiliated-vith the Cozcmunist xaovemient, 
vas that of George Silverman. In parentheses along side this namie there vas 
vritten, Railroad Retirement Brd - Works throu^ close friends vho are indebted 
to, him - Lauchlln Curzy - Harry White, etc." 

The vriter of this anonymoxis letter vas subsequently identified as 
Mrs. Victor Perlo of Fort Worth, Texas. She is the divorced vife of Victor 
Perlo vho, from other sources, has been reported to be a Communist. Mrs. Perlo ' 
reiterated the information submitted in her letter. She stated that she ha*'^ 
been in the Communist movemient for a number of years and upon her leavin^lt 
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vas divorced "by her .hushaad and threatened by the Comaiaiist Party. It is to 
be noted that ]^s. ;perlo's doctor has stated that she is.a schizophrenic appar¬ 
ently as a result of her being threatened by aeabers of the, Coamunist Perty, 
and consequently is slightly aentally unbalanced. 



It vas ascertained through a hi^ly confidential and reliable source 
that on July 31, 1945, an appointaent vas mde by Mikhail*Mikhailovich Idashkin 
of the Soviet Foreign -irade Conaaissariat to see Harry Vhite of the Treasioy 
Departaent at tvelve noon on that date. It vas also reported by the seiae source 
that an appointaent vas aade for Nikolai Fedorovich Chechulin^ Deputy Head of ' 
the Soviet State Bank Directorate, and P. A. Maletin, -Deputy Chief of the y 

Soviet Finance Coaaissariat, vith Harry Vhite for 3:00 P.M. on August 2, 1944.^6 
Ihe three Soviets refexred to vere Soviet govemaent representatives at the 
International Monetary Conference at Breton Woods, NeyJ^^iqhire. No indication 
vas given as to the purpose behind the appointaents.nO^T^Q 

A highly confidential and reliable infonaant reported that on January 3^ 
^ 1945 , Andrei Qroayko , then First Secretary of the Soviet Embassy, vas in contact 
vith Harry Nhite at the Treasury Departaaent, at vhich time he congratulated White. 
White reportedly thanked Gromyko but said it vas a little early since the Senate 
had to "confirm it." Grcnyko stated he vas very much pleased and felt White 
deserved the congratulations. It is entirely possible that Gromyko In the 
reported contact vas congratulating J^ite vith respect to the approval by Con- • 
gress of 'the Breton Woods agreement 

In January I 945 the "Federal Record," official publication of the 
United Federal' Workers of America, CIO, reported that local #11 in the Main 
Treasury Building met vith Mr. Harry Dexter White, nev Assistant Secretary, to 
discuss, a meeting for staffs of the three research divisions attached to the 
Office of the Secretary. Mr. White agreed that such a.meeting should be held 
and promised to speak on the significance of the Breton Woods agreement. 

■On February 7^ 1945, according to a most confidential and reliable 
informant, Harriet Bouslog of the CIO Maa*itime Ccmmission contacted the Treasury 
Department, more specifically'Harry White's office, room 3434, to confirm an ■ 
appointment for Louis Goldblatt on the folloving Thursday.

He is Secretary-Treasxarer of the 
irntemational Longshoremen's and VarehbiAsemen.'s Union of America, CIO. Ihis 
is the union, of vhich Harry Bridges is the head. 

, During the jaiddl© of February, 1945; United States Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of the Treasury Hamr Whit© vas a member of a delegation to the Pan-American 
Conference of Forelgh.Ministers at Mexico City. White, according to press re¬ 
leases, vas Interested in the consideration at the Cojiferenc© of methods of 
preventing Axis leaders from caching funds in’"safe-havens." 

In July, 1945; the Department of State- reported Jthat J. Warren 
Wolfenson, a clerh' in the Passport Division vho'had been formerly'©ic5>loy©d as 
a clerh by the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission, vas allegedly taking 
dovn certain information relative to Government officials travelling abroad. 
Wolfenson had access to information relative to passport applicants. He vas 
also reported by ,the State Departiaent to be interested in pro-Nazi and Communist , 
derogatory reports ^ He is alleged to have stated that the Information he ^has 
•picked up vould be of value and that he knev a man vho vould pay him a thousand 
dollars for it. In his application»for employment vith the Department of State 
Wolfenson listed as a reference, among others, -all of-vhem-recommended him 
highly; .Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Harry White. An Investigation con¬ 
ducted of Wolfensonsmet vith negative results in so far as any underground 
activities■or subversive activities on the part of Wolfenson, other than the 
preliminary allegation.

Treasury Department. Jaffe was curious as to Tdiether iriedman would lose his 
Job if Secretary Morgenthau were to-be replaced. Roth was inclined to think 
that ir*iedman was employed there on his own merits. Jaffe then states, "It is. 01 
course.Harry (Vhite) has..,." Both stated, "Do you think so?" Jaffe repiied, 

"Of course, if he chooses to keep liim." Roth stated, "Well, but Harry White is 
pretty widely respected." Jaffe then said, "Yeah, but he is pretty rad ical, so 
if that new guy comes in...." 

On May 29, 19^5, according to a hi^ly confidential source, Philip 
Jacob Jaffe and Andrew Roth were disctxssing various possible contacts for the 
former for infonaation from government sources.

On the afternoon of' June 7, 19 *f 5, Harry Dexter White, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, was interviewed with respect to persons apprehended 
in the Jaffe case. With respect to.any general leaks of information in the 
Treasury Department, White stated that he did not recall any instances, with 
‘the exception of one which is not pertinent, of any documents being taken or 
of any iiiformation being given to unauthorized individuals. He did, recall that 
during several months previous to the interview information concerning Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau's going to Germany had gotten out without authoriza¬ 
tion-and that the Treasury Department had been much concerned over the matter. 


With regard to specific aspects of the case. White stated he was-not 
acquainted with Philip Jacob Jaf fe■althou^ the name was familiar to him, it 
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hsivixig l>een isad© -Icnova "to hiia in 1th© past in cojon©c'tion vith p©riodical8 vhich 
his ©©partaent had heen r©c©ivlng for th© last fiv© or't©n years in-connection 
with Far .Eastern affairs. The periodicals In question, he staged, were "Far 
Eastern Affairs,” "Pacific Affairs,"'and "Merasia." He did state that nuaserous 
persons have visited him since lie has ■'been with th© Treasury Departaent, and it 
Is possi'bl© that Jaff© »ay have heenr in to see hia, although he. White, did not 
recall aoeting him. He deniedvhnowing*Andrew Roth, Esananuel Larsen or Mark ' 
Gayn. He said th© naa© of John’Service' was faailiar to hia, and that he helieved 
Irving FTiedioan had xcientioned Service's naas to hia. He stated that th© naae of 
Kate Mitchell was faailiar ‘to hia as that of a'writer. All of these persons 
were sub ejects in the Jaff© case. 

During th© interview, Whit© stated that ^Irving S. I^iedaan, an eaploye© 
in the Treasury Departisent, handled laatters dealing with monetary affairs in the 
Far East. He said that he hiaself had brou^^iit Friedman to th© Treasury Depart¬ 
ment approximately fiv© or six yeairs previously and at that time Ft*i6diaan was 
either working for th© British,or for the Indian Governmont on affairs in India. 
He had no-reason whatsoever to question the integrity*of Friedman. He did state 
that because of the nature of Friedman's work he, Friecbaan, must necessarily * 
know a number of persons who handle Far Eastern e^fairs because that field was 
limited. He inforaed that Friedman had authority to take papers with him to 
his home at ni^t the same as other officials in th© Treasury Department. (It 
might be noted that Irving Friedman has been acquainted with Jaff©, admitting 
this himself. He also wrote an article for "Merasia," of which he knew Jaff© 
to be th© editor. After ho was employed by the Treasury ^^partment, Friedman 
stated, he declined writing additional articles for "Amerasia" because ho did 
not feel that as a government employee he was free to write articles. Friedman 
also adiaitted knowing Service, Roth and Kate •Mitchell. He also stated ho was 
acquainted with Ch'ao Ting Chi, & contact of Philip Jacob Jaffe.)

Activities -and Contacts 

On Noveober 27> 1943^ a loyalty and character report was prepared 
by the Office of the Provost Marshal General, Aray Service Forces, War 
Department, on Mary Wolfe Price, 2038 Bye Street, Northwest, Washington, D. C* 
The report indicated investigation regarding the subject was not completed 
because it was discovered Price had taken a position with Business Week 
^ magazine in New York City and was not available for Government employment* 

^ Investigation that was conducted, however, verified the education,, substantiated 

> her birth place and date and determined that the eugjloyment listed on her 

^ pers«anel security questionnaire was accurate. During Price’s mployoent by 

> the New York Herald Tribune, it was. stated she serve4 as Secretary to Walter 
>J^Lippffiann. 

( One reference advised that Price, while employed with E. P. Dutton 

Company, New York City, was "outspokenly an exponent of Communism." The 
loyalty report also shows that a letter f^ the IMversity of North Ca^lina 
stated that Price, while in attendance at that school, was interested in 
"leftish" movements. The informant at the IMversity of North Carolina also 
stated that Price reportedly had returned from a trip to Russia with great 
enthusiasm regarding certain aspects of Soviet life.

The Ifaiversity of North Carolina also advised, according to the 
loyalty report, that the subject attended the Women's College under the name of 
Mary Watkins Price rather than Mary Wolfe Price and comparison of birth in¬ 
formation and parents* names indicated to the investigating agent that the two 
were identical*

conversation on April 22, 1943, at New Tork City, between Jake 
Epstein, presently the head of the Waterfl*ont Secti<»i of the Coaaunist Party, 
and another individual whose identity is unknown, Epstein was,asked if he had 
anyone in mind.who he thought should join the Party, i^stein replied that 
the only new one was Mary Price who had just joined, f It is not known whether/t ) 
this Mary Price is identical with Mary Wolfe Price,' although it Is to be - 
noted that the -PMG loyalty and character investigation mentioned earlier was 
not completed in November, 1943, because it had been determined that the 
subject had accepted a position with Business Week Magazine in-New York City. 

Trash coverage of the residence of Mildred Price Coy, 420 West llSth 
Street, New York City, the sister of Mary Wolfe Price, provided the contacts 
of the subject as set out below. This coverage was prior to May, 1944, and 
subsequent to the time Mary Wolfe Price -is reported to ‘have left Washington, 

D. C. to take a position in New York City. 

A letter addressed to Miss Price, believed to be Mary Wolfe Price, 
from an individual named Helen Teeney indicated that this latter person was 
subletting Price *s apartment, apparently at 2038 Eye Street, N.W., Washington, 

D. C. The letter from Teeney advised that Donald Henderson, 1505 Race Street, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, had attempted to reach Mary Price at her apartment 
in Washington, D. C. and wanted Miss Price to get in touch with him in 
Philadelphia. It is to be noted that Donald Henderson is National President of 
le Food, Tobacco, Agricultural and Allied Workers Uni<ar of America, CIO, 

Lth headquarters in Philadelphia. It is known to this Bureau that Henderson 
Fis closely associated with icportant Communists and is probably a member of the 
Communist Party. 

The trash coverage also furnished a letter addressed to Mary 
and signed by what appeared to be "Tony". This letter congratulated Price 
for obtaining a position and states that the writer Is somewhat depressed 
because it seems like "severing relations with Washington." The letter 
continued, "The enclosed came back to me the day after your note. I had 
forwarded them to you in Mexico (in another manilla envelope) last August./ 

No explanation on the envelope of the delay. All l hope is that it has 
caused no difficulty in your personal affairs."

part of the year 1937, Bennett served with the 17th Battalion, 
. 15 th Brigade, Spanish Republican Army, Albacete, Spain, as an ambulance driver, 
rifleman ^d machine gunner. He stated he had been wounded and his selective 
service file, which showed he was 4-F, confirmed war wounds on both thighs. 
Bennett is said to be a member of the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 

On December 16, 1943, Bennett was interviewed in connection with a 
Hatch Act investigation, stating he was then ea^loyed as News ^tor in the 
Foreign Service Division of O.W.I. 

Bennett's first wife, Lillian Bennett, whom he divorced, has admitted 
being a Comunist Party meraberj she stated that she agreed wholeheartedly 
with its principles and had dropped her membership in the State of Washington 
not because of any quarrel with its principles, but because of the iocal 
leadership. One Leona Whitaker with whoa Bennett lived as man and wife in 
Washington, D. C., in correspondence has clearly iirdicated her Caaaunist 
membership. 


One informant!_ 

stated that Bennett had attempted to enlist him as a volunteer in fha 

Army in Spain and that Bennett had told him he had connections with the ' 

Russian Embassy. 


Count Alfred Krzybski, 1232 East 56 th Street, Chicago, Illinois, an 
agent of Russian Intelligence during World War I and Director of General \ 

Semantics Institute, Chicago, which Bennett had attended in 1941, stated that ' 
Bennett was a firm believer in the absorbtion of more power by the Federal 
Government during the course of World War II. He said that Bennett would .not 
be dangerous while the Dnited States was involved in the war, but would'not 
miss any opportunity to air his beliefs to his fellow employees and this wa^ 
one of the reasons for his securihg emplo^cent by the Government.

• The address book of George Henri Anton Ivene, ivith alias Joris 

Ivens, reported Soviet agent, who recently went to the Netherlands East Indies 
as film comaissioner for the Dutch Government, contained the notation "Pre¬ 
view Theater, 1600 Broadway, New lork (Mary Price." Ivens, while in the 
United States, before his departure for the NetheiSLands East Jndies was in 
contact with Soviet officials and espionage agents. 

“ In this same connection, during a portion of the investigation 

involving "Brandon Films, Incorporated; Internal Security - R; Registration 
Act," a Miss Mary Price of 361 East 56th Street, New fork City, who was 
described as the secretary to ’SOLlliam GuUette, owner and operator of the 
Preview Theater, 1600 Broadway, was contacted regarding personnel in the 
Brandon office. She was able to furnish no informati<« in the case. 

The individual named in the address book of Joris Ivens and the 
Secretary to William GuUette are apparently identical but it is not possible 
to say that this Mary Price is identical with Mary Wolfe Price. 

An informant of the Atlanta Field Office advised that Mary Price of 
Greensboro, North Carolina, had started to work for the Southern Conference 
for Human Welfare on August 13, 1945. This individual may possibly be 
identical with the subject inasmuch as Mary Wolfe Price’s home originally was 
in North Carolina and relatives and friends have been listed as residing in 
Greensboro*

been traced to this individual. 

One Victor Perlow, 6707 25th Road, Arlington, Virginia, was listed as 
a member of the Peace Uobilization in the Washington, D. C*, area as of February 
17, 1941, 

One Victor Perlo, 1025 South Oakcrest Road, Arlington, Virginia, 
attended the 1940' convention of the S^ialist Party in T&shington, D. C. 

The name of Victor Perlo, 1025 South Oakcrest Road, Arlington, 
Virginia, was also included in the meaibership Iht of the Capital City Forum, 
Washington, D» C*, whidi was alleged to be a radical lecture group. 

In April, 1944, a co::^laint was received by mail from the divorced 
wife of Perlo alleging that he was a member of the Comunist Party. At this 
time it T/as foxmd that he was formerly with the OPA and as of July 21, 1944, 
ho was a Section Chief of the WHS, his last ;known address being 5707 25th 
Road, Arlington, Virginia. '' 

He xoarried Katherine Willis on ISarch 19, 1934, at Elkton, ISaryland, 
and has one daughter bora in 1937. He was divorced, in June, 1943, and married 
his second wife, name xmknown, on December 31, 1943. ^ ' 

No active investigation has been conducted on Perlo’s activities, 

6ind his contacts within or outside the Cozcmunist Party are unkaown.

Inasauch as it has not been possible to positively identify the Peter 
Heller in question, there is set out below infoxnation contained in the Bureau's 
files vdth respedt to persons named Peter Heller who might possibly be identical 
with the captioned subject* 

In June 1941> a report was received from ___] that an individual ^ 
named Peter Heller, 4th cook on the SS Exeter, was thou^t to be carrying mail 
from America destined to Germany. Heller was reportedly observed in the post 
office in Lisbon posting some rather bulky packages«after the last trip he had 
made on the SS Exeter. Censorship reports also reflect^at Peter Heller, cook 
on the SS Exeter, was reported to be an active Nazi.^x)^ 


In March 1942, the Newark Office conducted a multiple spot search of the 
German Seamen's Home, Hoboken, New Jersey, at which time Peter Heller, who was 
at the establishment inquiring for a fellow workman, was interviewed. He indi¬ 
cated he was bom in Krefeld, Germany, October 24, 1907> and that he entered the 
United States legally 6n July 12, 1934* Subsequent to 1934 he was employed by 
the Grace line, Mobre-McCormack Lines, and.he indicated Us last employment to 
be on the American Ejqport Lines vhereihe worked on the SS Exeter andralso on 
the SS Uru^guay. Heller advised that he was aware while working for the American 
Esqoort Lines that there were large numbers of German seamen sympathetic to 
Germany employed on these ships* He stated he suspected a number of the men 
of being actively connected and associated,with the Nazi Regime either as 
espionage agents or couriers of espionage information. However, due to the 
fact that he was of the Catholic religion and had opposed the present German 
Regime, he claimed that he did not.associa^ with these people for fear of 
endangering his own safety and also that of his family. He indicated that his 
parents, Frederich and Marie Heller, were living in Krefeld, Germany, and that 
two sisters, Gertrude Cummertz and Emma Wahl and four brothers, John, August, 
William and Joseph, were also living in different sections of Germany. He also 
indicated that his last trip to Gonaany was made in 1934 at which time he had 
gone to visit his parents. 

Peter Heller further stated that since his return from his last 
trip on the American*Export lines, he had worked'for the Swiss Village 
Restaurant, Bridgeport, Connecticut, as a cook and more recently for a 
period of about five to six months as a rigger for the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, Hoboken, New Jersey. He gave his residence address as 161 
8th Street, Hoboken, New Jersey, and his Selective Service classification as 
1-B due to physical deficiencies. He possessed certificate<of American 
citizenship No* 4674093 which he obtained on May 1, 1940 at the Hudson County 
Common Pleas Court,Jersey City, New Jersey. His Social Security, jaimber ^ ,

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On February 10, 1942, Ihoaas Friedrich Heller, bom in Austria in 1902, 
xaade an application to the Departoent of State for an American visa. His address 
was given as 76 Parkway Welwyn, Garden City, Hertz, England. Peter Heller, 
brother of ihe applicant, was said to have served with the ^Loyalist Amy in 
Spain during the revolution and it was pointed out that he was formerly employed 


by the Office of War Information. In February 1943> Poter Heller was reportedly 
serving in the armed forces of this covtntry. The sponsors of Thojoas Friedrich 
Heller, whose application was acted upon favorably, were Victor Heller* 34“45 
79th Street, Jackson Heights, Long Island, New York, and Sylvan Hoffman, 6 
Manhattan Avenue, New Rochelle, New York.

On March 27, 1945, an individual named Peter Heller-made an application 
for a<visa*with the State Department. He indicated his birth date as January 
2, 1920, in Vienna, Austria, and his cttrrent address as 38 Rosemount. Avenue, 
Montreal, Canada. Heller arrived in England from Vienna in July, 1938, and 
was a student at Cambridge University at the time of the outbreak of the war, 
resulting in his internment in England as an alien enemy. In.May 1940, when 
invasion of England was imminent, Heller was transported as a prisoner to 
Canada ^ and remained there for 15 months in a concentration caap. At the time 
of his application he was conditionally released from the camp under orders to 
report to Canadian officials at least once a month. Heller attended McGill 
University vdxile in Canada and was married in Montreal on January 20, 1943, 
to a native-born American citizen, a granddau^ter of the sponsor, Charles C. 
Burlin^am, a.noted lawyer of New York City. Heller indicated on his application 
that he desired to serve in-the United States Army if his request for a visa 
was granted. Heller's wife, Katrina Burlingha^Heller, gave as resident addresses 
1 West 95 Street, New York City, and 860 Park Avenue, New York City. 


Alfred Kantorowicz, a visa applicant, was interviewed by the Depart¬ 
mental Visa Review Committee on April 4, 1944. During the interview, he was 
asked the question if any of the men with whom he fought in the International 
Brigade in Spain were in the United States at this time. He replied that he 
had met one man recently named Peter Heller who had fought with him in the 
Brigade.

A co-tenant of Carolyn Klein for a number of years ;indicat6d a'belief 
that Klein was a Cozimunist because in about 1939 or 1940 Klein remarked on one 
occasion "ffO should all get the Conmanists on the ballot*<* This cource stated ^ 
that she had seen Cozoaunist literature in Klein's mail box* 

The signature of Carolyn Klein was known to have been on a Communist 
Party nozoinating petition dated January 20, 1940, which petition was for the 
nomination of Earl Browder* One source advised that when Bzrowder was xttnnlng ' 
for office Klein stood on the comer of 8th Street and 5th Averzue, New York 
City, handing out Coznminist literature* 


One source who was employed with Carolyn Klein by the TIPA stated that 
in the early Spring of 1941 she read something to him fmza the Daily Tforker re¬ 
garding teachers being fired fr'om the T7PA* On several occasions Klein expressed 
adzoiration and prefererzce for the Russian or Communist fom of government* On 
the occasion Carolyn Klein was interviewed, at which time she denied that she 
was or even had been a member of the Comaunist party or that she had ever ezigaged

Hie only information relative to Duncan C* Lee contained in the Bureau's 
files is regarding his connections idth Russian War Relief^ Incozporated> and 
with China Aid Council. 

In October 1941> a bulletin issued by Russian War Relief, Incorporated, 
535 Fifth Avenue, New York City, stated that "Mr. Duncan Lee, of the office of 
Donovan, Leisure,. Newton and Lumbard, who is a member of the Board of Directors 
of Russian War Relief, Incorporated,'is handling the legal problems idiich arise." 

Y> In^May 1942, Duncan Lee's name appeared on publications of Russian 
War Relief, Incorporated, as assistant secretary of tne National Board of 
Directors. 

Biographical sketches of members of the -BoariLfiJLJQixectors of the 
Russian War Relief furnished by confidential infonman d the New York 

Office included the following regarding Duncan .C. Lee: "Lawyer, B.A. Yale, 

B.A. Oxford; Rhodes scholar from Virginia 1935-38; Sterling Fellow, Yale 
law school, 1935-39; associated since 1939 with firm of Donovan . Leisure, 

Wewton and lAiabard; address, 2 Wall Street, New York, New York."

New York City, showed Duncan Lee-to be a member of the executive committee 
of that organization. Mildred Price, a sister of Mary Wolfe Price who was 
indicated by the informant to be connected with the Soviet espionage ring, 
was executive secretary of China Aid;Council.

-A considerable voluae of infonaation available in the Bureau files 
concerning Pauline Rosen was obtained froa collateral sources and reports and 
was not developed directly in the investigation conducted of her. It is of interest 
to note'that practically all of subject's activity as an active Coaaunist Party 
organizer vfas under the naae Pauline Rogers. It is also of interest to'note, as 
reflected below, that since about 15Ji3i she has apparently dropped out of active 
Party circles, as such, and has been occupied as an official of Local 1*30 of the 
United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers of Anerica, udiich Local has the 
, contract with the Electronic Corporation of Aaerica, which has been suspected of 
furnishing a cover for the known Soviet agent, Arthur Alexandrovich Adaas* Further 
, details concerning this are set out belcw which suggest the possibility that 
r*^Pauldne Rosen.nay have been pulled out of Party activities, as such, for a specific 
purpose. It is of interest to note also that in connection with her activities 
with UERMWA the subject has apparently consistently used the nane, Pauline^JR^^e.

The Departepnt of State forwarded to the Bureau a rsenorandua dated 
Novecber 1$, 1927, prepared in the American Eabassy, London, and concerning a 
>group of U. S. citizens, Aaerican trade unionists, who were at that tiiae in 
'London en route to Moscow with the ostensible purpose of visiting the Central 
Council of SoyiQu irade Unions. One of the individuals in this group was Pauline 
^Royce, a teacher, age 32. It is of interest to^^cte also that the following 
two ix^viduals were also in this group: Ssaset^ush, ironworker, age 60, and 
Warrle^X^iv^yaa n. age 3 1. occupation - research.N Approxinately 2$ individuals 
coaprjre^this group, according to the Departeient of State. 

Lester T^^^fubbard, U. S. Coaaissioner, Albany, New York, on Novenber 18, 
1929 , addressed a letter to the President of the United States, which was subse¬ 
quently referred to the Bureau."* "'In this letter Hubbard stated that on 
Novecber 17, 1929> a nass neoting, attended by sonething over 100 persons, was 
held at the TTorknen's Circle Educational Institute opposite Public School No. Hi 
in Albany under the auspices of “Wonen's Self-education." At this aeeting a long 
address was given by Pauline Rogers of New York City, during which she accused the 
United-States of preparing a Capitalist war on the Soviet Union and urged all of 
her listeners to icaediately enroll in the Coaasunist :Party, USA. According to 
Hubbard, aost of the individuals attending this rally, who without exception 
appeared to be Russian Jewish workers and peasants,, signed'neebership cards. 

During the course of her speech Pauline Regers also urged her listeners to enlist 
in the United States Aray and in the event of laperialist war to direct their 
guns against the United. States Arey. 

Part III, Voluae in of the published hearings of the Cocaittee to 
Investigate Comunist Activities in the United States of the House of Representa¬ 
tives (The .Fish Cosadttee), which voluae reports hearings conducted froa July 15 
to July 23 , 1930 , reflects that an exhibit in the possession of the Coaaittee 
consisting of an announeexent of courses for the Spring Tera — 1930 of the 
Workers School, New York City, listed Pauline Rogers as the Instructor for .. 
Cowse No. 32, "Probleas of Working Class Woaen."

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By jaemorandim dated October 28, 1930, the State Departoaeat furnished 
the Bureau vdth.a list of approxiiaately 20 individuals who had arrived in England 
via the SS Mauretania froa New York City en route to the Soviet Union for the 
purpose of attending the 13 th Annual Coanemoration of the October Revolution in 
Moscow* This list contained the name of Pauline Royce, whose age was listed as 
36 and whose' occupation was listed as teacher* The list reflected that Royce 
was a U. S* citizen* In view of the use by the subject of the alias Pauline 
Bickoaan, it is of interest to note that another aeober of this group was Lisa 

i ^ickaan , age 45> hairdresser, U* S» citizen*

'Considerable infomation concerning the background of Pauline Rogers 
was contained in an article which appeared in the December 13, 1938 issue of the 
Daily Worker entitled, ”19th Anniversary Pauline Rogers, Organizer," which 
aHicle carried the by line "Manngreen*” This article reflected that at that 
time Pauline Rogers was organizer of Communist Party Section 30 in New York City, 
which included a large number of theater, film and radio workers, as well as a 
nuadber of taxi drivers and social workers* The article reflected that Rogers 
joined the Consunist Party, USA, as a charter member in December, 1919> £tt which 
time, according to the description in the article, she was a 19 -year oldlNew York 
school teacher. This article describes Pauline Rogers as a talented organizer 
and street comer speaker, and reflects that in 1931 eke was a member of the 
National Women* s Division of the Communist Party, USA, managing the publication 
"Working'Woman," and participated in the Hunger March to Washingtcxi in 1932* 

She was active over a period of years in a large number of strikes, according 
to this article, including the, general and seamen* s strikes of 1932* This article 
stated, in addition, that Pauline Rogers had visited the Soviet Union in 1927 and 
again in 1932* At the time of her retxim froa the Soviet Union to^l927, according 
to the article, she stopped in England, where she contocted Harr^^oUitt, General 
Secretary of the British Communist Party, and WiUi^^allacher, descilbed by the 
Daily Worker as a Clydesdale worker who became the first Comaainist Member of 
Parliment in ihgland* The occasion for this Daily Worker article was apparently 
a celebration planned by Communist Party functionaries in New York for the 
purpose of com&emorating Pauline Rogers* 19 th anniversary in the Party* The 
article reflected* that the functionaries of the Communist Party in the New York 
area were ejected to attend this celebration in force* 


! Infomation received on'November. 7> 1938 reflected that the list of 

Communist Party Presidential electors for New York State for the Coonjunist 
candidates, Earl W^owder and James W*^rd, included the name Pauline Rogers. 

The Daily Worker for August 28, 1937 reflected'that Pauline Rogers was 
the Cooaaunist Party Candidate for Assemblywoman from the 5th Assembly District, 
New York, New York. 
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The Hew lork Office by letter to the Bureau dated Septesber .13, 1538, 
forwarded a cocp^ation of C«acunist Party jaeabers prepared froa publications 
and literature by former Special Agent George J« Starr. This compilation reflected 
that Pauline .Rogers .was a member of the Cocsaunist Party, that, according to the 
Baily TTorkor for October 26, 1536, she was the Cocaunist Party candidate for the 
State Assembly from the 2nd Assembly District, Hew York, Hew York, that the 
Daily TTorker for March 16, 1938, -reflected that she was organizer for the 
CoaEjunist Party, Section 30, ^th Assembly District, Hew York, Hew York, and was 
at that time in charge of the Daily Worker and Sunday Worker drive. 

According to this compilation, further, the August 1, 1938 issue of the 
Daily .Worker reflected that Pauline Rogers 'was the Coraunist Party candidate 
for,State Assembly, from the 5th Assembly District, Hew York, Hew York. The 
Daily Worker for August 31, 1938, according to this. compilation, reflected that 
on August 30, 1938, Pauline Rogers led .a 2-hour picket line of Communist Party 
members froa the 5th Assembly District, Hew York, Hew York, called to protest 
discrimination ^against Hegroes on the part of the landlord owning the premises 
at ;h23-h25 West 52nd.Street, How York, Hew York. 

The report of Special Agent‘H. W. Hankison dated December Ih, I9h0 at 
.Ihidianapolis, Indiana.and entitled, ”Cosaunist Activities in the .United States,” 
reflected that the files of the National Headquarters of the Aaerican 'legion 
listed .Pauline Rogers as a Communist Party Section Organizer in Rew York City, 
as reflected on^page 3 of the March 16, 1938 issue of the Daily Worker. 

. An article in the March 16, 1938 issue of the Daily Worker stated that 
Pauline Rogers was in charge of a Daily and Sunday Worker drive. At that time 
she was the Party organizer for Section 30 and the 5th Assembly District.

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It -is of soae interest to note that on February U, 19^1, one 
Pauline Rosen, 536 ¥est ■112th Street, New York, .New York, addressed a letter 
to the Bureau requesting an application for the position of Senior Stenographer 
Her letter was answered and an. application blank furnished her on February lit, 
ipi^l* No iUrther corrainication froci Pauline Rosen was received in this regard. 
In connection with this xaatter, it -is noted that Pauline Rosen is the present 
nane of the subject and that while she did not narry Oscar Rosen, her present 
husband, until February 15, 191*2, there are indications in the file that she 
had been living with Rosen for some years prior to that time, it being noted 
that upon at least one occasion Rosen claiaed that he had supported subject*s 
sen by her previous narriage for a nuaber of years before 191*2* No further 
identifying inforaation is available to show whether the Pauline Rosen who 
requested an application for a Bureau position is Identical with the above 
subject. 


It, L. M. C. Snith, then head of the Special War Policies 'Unit of the 
War Division of the Departnent of Justice, on Septesber h, 19l*l, addressed a 
noaoranduw to the Bureau advising that the Iraaigration and Naturalization 
Service had no inforaation concerning a large nunber of individuals, including

The report of Special Agent Steve A. Steith, dated March 11, 19l*2, at 
Washington, D. C. in the case entitled, «Enil Johi^ver, with aliases. 
Internal Security - Hatch Act,** .reflects a possible connedtion between Lever 
and the subject. This report reflects that the files of the House Conaittee 
on Un**Anerican Activities (the Dies Cocaittee) contain a clipping from the 
Daily Worker issue of October 21*, 1927, entitled, *»Rank and File Workers Group 
Sail lor USSR.** This article reflected that Pauline Rogers, the subject, and 
Effl i l John Lever were neabers of this delegation. 


Jt will be recalled that there is set out earlier in this aeaorandua 
infornation concerning this "trip to the USSR^ which was .received by* the Bureau 
in .1927 froa the Depax^aent of State. In this connection, the Departnent of 
State furnished to the Bureau in 1927 a list of the Aaericans Baking this trip. 
This list also contains the naaes of Pauline Rogers and Bail John Lever, In 
connection with this Batter, the .Dies CoBBittee records contain the stateaent 
that this delegation to the Soviet Urd.on was composed entirely of Coaaunist 
Party neabers and ^napathizers. The Dies Coasaittee records described Pauline 
Rogers in this connection as a CooBunist Party candidate for the New York State 
Assembly in ip6. Bail John Lever at the tiae of the Hatch Act investigation 
was enployed in the Labor Division of the War Production Board. The investiga-

'■ This letter stated ttot on October 15, 19l*2, one Pauline Rogers of New York 
City contacted Davi<^fedley, at that tine a high functionary of the Coaaunist '' 
Eurty, District No* 15, New Haven, Connecticut* It is of interest to .note fur¬ 
ther that Hedlqy in 19l*l* became head of the CIO Political Action Cosaittee in 
San Francisco, California, and is a close associate of known and suspected Sov^ 
agents in that area* At the tiae of this contact Pauline Rogers advised Hedl^ 
that she was connected with the magazine "Science and Society," which was 
orgazzizing an institute to discuss "War" in New York on November 28, 19l*2, at 
the'Hotel Astor* Rogers stated'that it was hoped that in ^is institute they 




would discuss the theory of -revolution and atteapt to develop fyir^her Marxist 
thou£^[it. She stated that Ear^rowder,, J. Eaynono^lfelsh.and on^i^Huasack (Rionetic)

sponsors for a rally to be held in New York -on Noveaber 8, 19h2, at which 
tine she consulted Isidore Wofsy, fomer district Secretary of the Ccaaunist 
Party in Connecticut, and David Hedley, Hedley fhrhishing her the name of 
^llan Twitchell of Yale University. 

In the report of Special Agent Fred G>,.Zinck, dated Deceaber 30, 19lz3j 
at New York, New York, in the case entitled, \ "Corraunist Party, USA, District 
No, 2, it is noted that ConfidentisHgzfomaiiTliYr-25 reported that on 
Noveaber 10, 19U3,> Martin Young conf^ed with Si Gerson.at the New York State 
Headquarters of the Comimist Party, at which tine Young stated that JBarl ,* 
Browder had asked hia to arrange a 10th Anniversary celebration of the 
Reichstag Fire irial. During this contact it was nentioned that the Inter¬ 
national .Labor Defense glayed an active part in the Reichstag Fire Trial and 
the zianes of Pauline Rogers and Azina Danon were nentioned in cozuzection with 
the proposed lOth Anniversary celebration. It will be recalled in this 
connection that auch stress has consistently been placed on the Reichstag Fire 
Trial by Coaaunist Parties in every country, it being considered by then as a^ 
signal victory for Marxisa over the National Socialist Third German Reich,-" 

It is irecalled further that wie of the defendants at the trial nho was''not 
convicted was Georgs^J^troff, for many years head of the Executive Coaaittee

At that tijce, according to the inforaant, she 
resided at 317 West 93rd Street, New York City. The Inforaant stated further 
that -in 1926 Pauline Rogers was an instructor at the Workers School in an 
unlisted course and that in 19h2 and 19h3 she was the instructor for the 
course entitled, ’’Principles, of Coaaunisa.” 

By letter dated .March .23, 19Uh, ;concerning key figures, the New York ' 
.Field Office advised that Pauline Rogers had been deleted froa the key figure 
list in view of the fact that inforaatidn available at that tiae did not reflect 
that she was then sufficiently active or inportant in Coacainist Party work to 
Justify her being considered a key figure.

Street, New York City, This .registration was issued in 19li2 to cover a 
1939 Hudson Brou^am, engine number 90^0502. 

On August 1, I 9 U 2 , the Westport, Connecticut Police Department 
advised that Pauline Royce lived at RID #1, Westport, Connecticut and also 
had a home in Sunnyside, Long Island, New York. Nei^boihood investigation 
conducted by the New Havem office indicated that the Royces were considered by 
a number of people to be Communists, It was ascertained ttiat Pauline B. 

Royce was listed as a non-resident' owner of three-dwell^gs, three lots and 
7 acres of land in. Stony Brook, Easton Road, Westport, Connecticut. 


The files of the Westport Police Department indicated that sometime 
prior‘‘to that, the Police Department had received a letter from the Mexican- 
Secret Service in Mexico City in connection with the investigation of the 
assassination of Leon Trotsky, in which letter it was indicated that a suspect 
in the case at one tiiae had resided in Westport, 


It was ascertained that this suspect, apparently Henry Lupka, referred 
to in greater detail above, had lived for several summers at the Stony Brook 
Colony during the time this Colony was conducted by Pauline and Edward Royce,

Investigation conducted the New York Office in September 
October, 1942, showed that the subject was th«i residing at 317 West 93iw%*^ 
Street, New York, New York with her husband, Oscar Rosen, whom shejmarriedr 
at Elkton, Maryland, on February 15, 1942* It was ascertained at 317 West 
93rd Street, New York City, that the subject and Oscar Rosen, were living 
in an apartment there, the apartment directory listing the names Royce and 
Rosen for the same apartment* This apartment was rented to Mrs* Pauline Royce 
in November, 1940, at which time she advised that she had fozmerly resided 
at 6 West 66th Street, New York, New York, and maintained a bank account at 
the Com Exchange Bank, Lincoln Square branch. At the time the subject obtained 
the lease for this apartment she furnished the following references:

At that 
time he resided at 317 West Tlst Street, New York City, but had moved to 
317 West 93rd Street* He listed as the persm who would always know his 
address: A.iMoselman, 1770 Davidson Street, Bronx, New York. On his 
qfuestionnaire, filed July 30, 1942, Rosen stated that he was also knovn by 
the name Uscher Roisen, Social Secuidty No* 062-03-1800. ^ He stated that he 
had had four years elementary school and six years high school in Europe; and 
gave his occupation as salesman* 


In his questionnaire Rosen advised he was married at Elkton, Maryland

A' review of the New York Field Office files showed information that 
Edward Royce was a meaber of the American Committee for Struggle Against 
War and was at one time'an organizer for the International Workers Relief, 

Further investigation of Rosenfelt, alias Royce, conducted in 
SepteEftjer, 19li2, by the New Haven Field Division developed the -following: 

.Mr, Harold B, Dowd, Secretary of the "I Am An American Committee," 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, upon recontact advised that a former member of the, 
Cosraunist Party, Bridgeport, Connecticut, had told him that in 1932 or 1933 
he attended a Communist Party meeting in. Milwaukee, Wisconsin, at rhich tine 
plans were laid for the e:qpansion over a lO^year period of the Communist 
Party in the United States. Accotding to this source, the subject, Royce, 
was chosen by Party officials at this meeting to go to Hollywood to direct 
ten Communist Party propaganda pictures for the Party, 

On January*!!:, 19li3, Mrs, Frieda .Royce Weir was contacted mder 
pretext and she advised that her brother, S^ard Rosenfelt, resided at 
1:8-50 14:th street. Queens, New York City, 

A check of the records of local Selective Service Board 21:6, Green Point 
Avenue, Long Island.City, New York, revealed that the subject was registered 
with that Board as Edward :Royce, 1:8-50 14:th Street, Queens, New York, 

Further investigation of Rosenfelt in Los Angeles in January, 191:3, " 
failed to show that he was then in Los Angeles and failed to develdp any 
further pertinent information concerning him. 

On July 26 , 191:3, the New York Office ascertained that the records 
of Local Selective Service Board No. 21:6, above referred to, contained

infomation that Rosenfelt*s address at that t^e, as of March 13, 19h3, was 
13l;9 Lexington Avenue, New York, New York. The subject gave his age as hi 
years, birth date as July 18, 189U, place of birth as New York City and the 
person who would always know^his address as Betty Royce, of the sene address 
as his oim. The subject gave his business address as 171 Madison Avenue, 

New York City and listed his occupation as salesman and director of art study. 
He was er^jloyed by the Hale Art Studios, according to his occupational 
questionnaire.

A review of the New York file revealed that a report' of the New York 
City Police Department showed that prior to 191*1 while residing at 11*3 
madsworth.Avenue, New York City, Edward Royce was said to be a neaber of the 
Coaaunist Party and a neaber .of the TBTorld'Congress Against War, He was alleged 
to be Treasurer and a delegate of the Workers Ihtemational Relief in Berlin, 
Gemany in 1931, and a jiecaber of the Board of Prisoners Relief Fund of the 
International Labor Defense, Accorc^ng to this report fron the New York City 
Police Department, he was alleged also to have been a general speaker at 
Conaunist demonstrations’and'to have served on cozamittees protesting police 
action against radical demonstrations find demonstrators. 

On September 22, .191*3, the New York office ascertained that Edward 
Rosenfelt and his wife and small child had been residing since June, 19l*3^ 
in an apartment at 1 West 89th Street and that subjectjs wife, Betty, was 
then employed as an entertainer or dancer in a cafe in'Newark, New Jersey.
